AES 
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The Degree of the Zodiac 


A Study in Symbolical Significance 


Dane Rudhyar 


In my last article I have attempted to show 
briefly that, in astrology, much depended upon 
a satisfactory interpretation of the relationship 
between the two most important motions of 
the earth: its orbital revolution around the 
Sun, determining the year,—and its axial ro- 
tation, determining the day. In modern as- 
trological theory, it is said that the former 
generates the zodiacal signs; the latter, the 
houses. Zodiacal signs are 12 30-degree 
segments of the earth's orbit. Houses are 
12 30-degree segments of the space covered 
by the earth's daily rotation, or even of the 
earth's surface. 

Such an interpretation is correct in terms 

"of obvious facts. But ‘correctness’ of that 
type does not mean necessarily significant 
truth. An interpretation may be correct and 
yet may reveal no valid or profound signi- 
ficance. The above interpretation of the houses 
fails, I believe, to unvail the most vital truth 
concerning the houses themselves and es- 
pecially concerning the relationship they bear 
to the signs of the zodiac. The reason for 
such a failure resides in this, that no essential 
difference is made between the two types of 
the earth's motion—orbital and axial. Yet, the 
two motions are of an entirely different type; 
and, motion being probably the most funda- 
mental factor in astrological symbolism (or 
in any philosophy, for that matter), the re- 
sult is that each type of motion must neces- 
sarily be related to a distinct type of mean- 
ing. 

The motion of the earth around its axis 
does not generate space, as does the earth's 
orbital revolution. But it generates time. 
That is to say, the axial rotation of a sphere 
does not involve real displacement of the 
sphere as a whole in space. And displace- 
ment alone generates space, or has to be 
accounted for in terms of space-values. On 
the other hand what is involved in the fact 
of axial rotation is the impossibility there is 
for any whole to have all its parts energized 
or illuminated at once by the Life-force and 
therefore the need there is for succession or 
time. As an illustration I might say that it 
takes time for the blood to circlulate through- 
out the body, vitalizing all physiological func- 
tions and their organs. 

This analogy between the cycle of - blood- 
circulation and the axial rotation of the earth 
in 24 hours is not to be taken too precisely, 


but it has great significance. For it is by 
means of the blood-circulation that the Life- 
force is distributed to all parts of the whole 
organism. It is also by means of the axial 
rotation that the Life-force emanating from 
the Sun (symbol of the "heart") is distributed 
every day over the whole earth. 

The circulation of blood does not involve 
displacement in space of the human organism 
as a whole. But all the activities of a man 
as he goes through his life in his home town 
involve displacement in space; because they 
refer to the working out of his relations to 
his fellow-men. These relationships cause 
him to move about, to go to his office, his 
club, his parents’ home, etc.; and all these 
displacements could be plotted out on the 
more or less permanent background of the 
city’s streets and buildings. 

Likewise the earth's revolution around the 
Sun can be said to be motivated by the need 
to work out varying relationships between 
earth and Sun, and earth and other planets. 
Such a revolution can be plotted out on the 
more or less permanent background of the 
fixed stars, mapped out as constellations (city- 
blocks and streets of the universe!) When 
an astrologer says that the Sun is in Aries, 
he means that the relationship Sun-earth can 
be located in reference to certain points of 
the skies. This location gives it more or less 


accurately known characteristics; as, for in-- 


stance, the fact that two business men meet 
in their office defines their contact in terms 
of business transactions, whereas if the con- 
tact occurred in a ball room it would have 
another significance. 

Fixed stars are thus points of reference 
enabling the astrologer to plot out the curve 
of the changing Sun-earth relationship, and 
of all planetary relationships. In the case of 
the Sun-earth relationship the seasons might 
serve to define the phases of the relationship; 
but the position of the Sun with regard to 
the fixed star is much more accurate a way 
of determination—provided the phenomenon 
of the precession of the equinoxes is taken 


into. account. This phenomenon shows that - 


not only do men move about within the city, 
but. the city itself alters its topography—for 
instance, a residential district becomes a busi- 
ness center, slums give way to mansions or 
vice versa. All these changes obey a cyclic 
law; and astrology is the art of using the 
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knowledge of this law to give significance to 
all relationships; that is, to “life’—the sum- 
total of all possible relationships. 

One cannot understand the real significance 
of the zodiac unless one puts oneself back 
to the time when, in such agricultural soci- 
eties as the Chaldean or Chinese ones, the ac- 
curate knowledge of seasons and weather was 
a matter of vital importance. The zodiac 
was thus a kind of agricultural calendar sol- 
emnly drawn by Initiates-Priests by order of 
the king. Astrology was a state matter, and 
no personal horoscopes were drawn, save that 
of the king as symbol of the welfare of the 
state. 

In those early times, especially before the 
Sixth century B. C. when a new turn came 
in human affairs, vitalism was the basic phil- 
osophy of life—especially in agricultural 
regions which had somewhat transcended the 
earliest stage of animism (worship of 'spir- 
its’ in all things). Ancient China has left us 
probably the best records of such a cultural 
phase; all Chinese philosophy being based on 
the study of the great cycle of dynamic trans- 
formations of the Life-force, of which the 
Sun was the obvious symbol and fountain- 
head. Then was conceived the great dualism 
of the two principles of the Life-force, the 
Yang (positive, active, masculine) and the 
Yin (negative, passive, feminine). The year 
was the drama of their interaction, which 
shaped itself naturally into four great periods, 
beginning with equinoxes and solstices and tak- 
ing from those crucial points their respective 
significance. 

The zodiac became then the very graph of 
the cyclic unfoldment of the Life-force; this, 
not only in Nature, but also in man. The 
vitalistic principle represented by the solar 
force which made the earth fruitful was 

iven a spiritual-psychic significance. The 
Sun in man—the Monad of later days—was 
also unfolding its powers in cyclic fashion, 
and the Yang and Yin became transformed 
into principles of involution and evolution. 
'Ihe Soul-pilgrimage, its descent into matter 
(or Egypt) its re-ascent into spirit (its orig- 
inal Home), was taught by the great Mystery- 
schools of the first millennium B.C. Most 
likely, it is these schools which gave to the 
zodiac its present form and which worked out 
most of the symbolism of the signs—even 
such by-symbolism as that of the Twelve La- 
bors of Hercules. 

In all cases the zodiac always stood as the 
symbolic picture-drama of the involution and 
evolution of the Life-force, Sun-force or Mo- 
nad. It always referred to series of dynamic 
transformations; to the many phases of the 
life-wave, in whatever form it might mani- 
fest. Each phase represented a type of life- 
release conditioning a type of Soul-develop- 
ment. And there were twelve principal phases, 
because (1) all energy is twofold; (2) the cyc- 
lic interaction of two dynamic principles must 
always create four critical points (maximum, 


minimum, and two points of balance) which 
in turn give their character to four periods: 
(3) each period must always include action, 
reaction and equilibrium. Thus 12 is neces- 
sarily the number of the Life-force in mani- 
taben: and therefore the zodiacal num- 
er. 

It is also: the number of all fully worked 
out relationships; for relationship and Life- 
force are almost synonymous terms. All re- 
lationship generates a life-current, and all life 
is the working out of a relationship—the basic 
one being that existing between the two cos- 
mic polarities, the Yang and the Yin. More- 
over 12 is the number of Space; for space 
is the background of all relationship and of 
all release of energy. It may be even con- 
sidered as the abstract of all relationship; as 
the absolute of relationship—as has been 
done in many metaphysical cosmogonies. Thus 
the Pythagoreans taught that the universe was 
a dodecahedron inscribed in a sphere: i.e., ful- 
filled existence (12) within the naught (or 
circle) of absolute being or be-ness. 

Life-force, relationship, space—and the cyc- 
lic unfolding thereof: these are what the zo- 
diac symbolizes. A grand universal symbol, 
whose validity must however not. be lessened 
by applying it to matters which are essentially 
irrelevant. The zodiac deals with universals, 
not with particulars. It deals with original 
(monadic) life-impulses, not with forms or 
individualzed consciousness, It represents 
the series of the twelve basic differentiations 
of the universal Energy-substance, the twelve 
Rays emanating from the One, the twelve 
cosmic Hierarchies which represent the re- 
turn-tide of these emanated Rays. And, by 
analogy, it stands for the same in the micro- 
cosm, Man. Here physiological energies and 
functions are made to mirror the cosmic pow- 
ers and hierarchies. Man’s body is seen as a 
reproduction of the universal Whole. 

But, even when related to man’s body, the 
zodiac refers to universals, to collective fac- 
tors and not to individual characteristics. 
Moreover it refers to that which extends in 
space, which is substantial and organic. All 
zodiacal values refer back to the One from 
whom the Twelve differentiated. They sym- 
bolize facts and values of organic life, that 
is, related to living dynamic wholes. 


On the contrary all the elements generated 
by the axial rotation of the earth refer to 
particulars, and not to universals. Collectively 
considered, they symbolize the particular in- 
dividuality and the particular destiny of the 
native; thus, on one hand his psychology— 
which is a strictly individual factor in its 
workings—and on the other, the particular cir- 
cumstances of his life. 

In the zodiac we see the collective at work; 
in the cycle of houses (and related factors), 
the individual and the unique. The former is 
a manifestation of space and of organic re- 
lationship; the latter 1s an expression of time 
and of thé activity of the individual self. 
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A particular is always the time-conditioned ac- 
tivity of a universal. A particular is a particu- 
lar because of the moment of time at which 
he began to exist as an independent entity. 
In this time-value (moment of birth—or 
rather of the first breath, in man) is found 
the seed of the particular selfhood of the in- 
dividual entity. The “quality” of the exact 
moment determines the "quality" (individual 
selfhood and destiny) of the entity coming to 
the status of independent existence. “Quality” 
and “individual selfhood” are almost synony- 
mous. 

Each zodiacal sign represents a universal 
function of Life; but within the space of the 
operation of that function an infinitude of 
particular individuals come into existence, 
each expressing the universal function in a 
particular way according to the time they are 
born as individuals. Houses are essentially 
to be conceived as time-units. They repre- 
sent each two hours of axial motion. If we 
imagine the new-born child lying flat on the 
ground looking toward the east, all that he 
sees rising in the skies during the span of two 
hours constitutes the contents of one house. 
The houses are to be seen as a cycle, rather 
than a circle. Drawn in space as a birth- 
chart they correspond to the dial of a watch. 
The dial is a time-cycle, only projected for 
convenience’s sake as a circle. 

Zodiacal signs and houses constitute thus a 
fundamental dualism. Something is needed to 
integrate these two opposites; a third element. 
This third element integrates the two original 
ones, because it is the result of their interac- 
tion. We refer now to the Degree of the 
zodiac. 

The Degree is not merely a subdivision of 
the zodiacal sign, or of the whole zodiac. It 
stands, as an astrological element, alone and in 
a position of supreme (though little under- 
stood) significance. The Degree is the most 
mysterious element in astrology, and indeed 
the key to all deeper astrological interpreta- 
tion. For, in the Degree, come to a point of 
synthesis the two motions of the earth ;—and, 
symbolically, the two great principles of all 
life: collective and individual, universal and 
particular. 

Ignoring for the time being the numerical 
discrepancy existing between the 365 days 
and the 360 Degrees, we see that the De- 
gree is the space covered by the earth in its 
orbital revolution while it effects a complete 
axial rotation. The Degree is thus the projec- 
tion in space of the time-unit, the day. In 
the Degree, time-value and space-value are 
integrated, and the two motions of the earth 
are combined. Every complete axial rotation 
distributes all over the earth some phase of 
the Life-function related to the zodiacal sign 
(or segment of the earth-orbit) in which this 
particular rotation occurs. Because the earth 
moves on its orbit while rotating around its 
axis, there can be only a limited number of 
axial rotations within the yearly revolution 


around the Sun. Each rotation generates 
thus, orbitally, a Degree. These Degrees are 
not mere subdivisions of the zodiac; for the 
fact of their existence is not dependent upon 
any intrinsic differentiation caused by the na- 
ture of the zodiac itself, or of the universal 
Life-force. It is dependent solely on the 
axial rotation of the earth. The Degree par- 
takes thus of two natures. It is an orbital 
element conditioned by the axial rotation. It 
must stand therefore for some factor in life 
which is neither entirely universal and collec- 
tive nor entirely particular and individual; 
and yet which reconciles these opposites. 

What is this synthesizing factor if not what 
C. G. Jung calls the “Self,” but what ancient 
China knew as Tao, this mysterious word 
which has been translated as the Way, but 
also, with greater validity, as Meaning?  Key- 
serling has laid also great stress upon the 
idea of “Meaning”; and I have developed 
elsewhere the principle of Creative Significance 
presenting it as the supreme function of the 
human Soul. To give to every moment and 
every function, or relationship, of life a cre- 
ative significance is to be active in the high- 
est sense of the term activity. Such an activ- 
ity is indeed god-lke. It springs from Tao 
and represents the fulfillment of Man and 
of a man—that is, of the collective focalized 
in and acting through an individual. 

'The subject is too philosophical to be dis- 
cussed here. Suffice it to say that the De- 
gree represents the element of significance 
in action; that it invests everything found 
within its boundaries with an active mean- 
ing. If it is a planet, then the function repre- 
sented by the planet takes in the life of the 
native the meaning given by the Degree; the 
activity of this function is seen in the light 
of such a meaning. If it is the Ascendant, 
then the individual selfhood and the charac- 
teristic activity (or dharma) thereof is to 
be interpreted in terms of the Degree’s mean- 
ing. 

How can the Degree’s meaning be ascer- 
tained? Quite obviously, only by a symbol. 
For here we deal with something quite trans- 
cendental and elusive; something which in- 
volves a “drama.” All integration or syn- 
thetic activity is necessardy "dramatic"; for 
it is the harmonious resolution of a conflict 
of elements. The elements of the conflict 
can be analyzed separately, as we analyze an 
organ by taking it out of the body of which 
it is an organic part; or, also as we analyze a 
planet, by taking it out of the wholeness of 
the solar system. But such an analysis con- 
cerns only the elements of the conflict. It has 
little to do with the solution of this conflict. 
The solution, the integrative process, cannot be 
known. by mere analysis. It can only be pic- 
tured as a symbol, as an image pregnant 
with meaning, as a significant form or scene. 

Astrology, in its highest sense, is the 
spiritual art of interpretation of symbols 
based on the data of atsronomical science. 
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The astrologer is an interpreter. He reads 
the "Signatures" projected by the motions of 
the earth upon the background of the stars. 
The earth is the man. It relates itself ta Sun 
and planets, as man relates himself to other 
men and agencies within the social whole. And 
such a relationship involves displacement and 
periodical journeys in space. It is true that 
these journeys involve the element of time. 
But time does not appear in those as a posi- 
tive factor. It takes time to go and meet my 
friend; but that kind of time is purely exter- 
nal and could be reduced or increased with- 
out affecting, theoretically, the relationship to 
my friend. But the time involved in the sub- 
jective development of my soul or conscious- 
ness is much more real. It is “duration”—as 
defined by the great philosopher Bergson— 
not the mathematical time of modern sci- 
ence. It is the reality of the inner life. This 
inner duration is a purely subjective, purely 
individual factor; it is the very foundation 
of individual selfhood. 

This inner duration refers, astrologically, 
to the axial rotation of the earth. It is mo- 
tion within oneself. Motion which does not 
involve displacement, but instead interior de- 
velopment, individual growth in consciousness 
and in significance. And therefore it is this 
internal motion which is really the basis of 
all other earth-motions, the unit; just as af- 
ter all it is the individual which is the ulti- 
mate social unit—at least in modern times. 
The “day” is the astronomical unit of time— 
rather than the "year." The measure of the 
earth orbit has significance primarily in terms 
of space and distance and relative speed of 
motion. But all these factors are dependent 
psychologically upon the value of that cycle 
of consciousness which the day is. 


It is the day which determines, as a cycle, 
the state of our inner life,—the mysterious 
balance between waking and sleeping, con- 
sciousness and unconsciousness. It is the day 
which molds us interiorly as individuals; while 
the year determines our relationship to other 
men and to the universal whole. Thus those 
elements which are born out of the day- 
rhythm (the astrological houses and espec- 
ially the four “angles”) determine our indi- 
vidual being; while those born out of the 
year-rhythm (zodiacal signs) determine our 
collective or universal being. The houses re- 
fer to the modifications of our individual 
selfhood; the signs, to the state of the uni- 
versal Life-force and its differentiated func- 
tions within. our being. The former deal es- 
pecially with consciousness, the latter with 
streams of energy that operate in the un- 
conscious. And under this term, unconscious, 
must be listed both physiological functions 
more or less identical in all human bodies and 
those pschological factors which are essen- 
tially collective. 

But there is a function of relation between 
conscious and unconscious, between day and 
night, the waking state and sleep. This func- 


tion manifests in various ways; mainly, on 
one hand in dreams, on the other in creative 
phantasy. In the former, the unconscious 
predominates; in the latter, "the conscious. But 
in both cases we find a linking or integrating 
process at work; and this process manifests 
through the projection of Images, which are 
Symbols. Dreams, or the greatest inspirations 
of the genius, are alike the products of an 
integrating process linking conscious and un- 
conscious. In a sense they are more often 
conditioned as to form by the state of the 
conscious,—as the Degree is conditioned by 
the axial rotation of the earth—but the energy 
with which they are endowed comes from 
the unconscious:—the Degree is a part of 
the zodiac. 

One could say truly that the Soul is one of 
these Svmbols-Images; the central one, per- 
haps the last to reveal itself to the conscious. 
lt is the central "meaning" of the Destiny, 
the perfect "jewel of significance"—to use a 
mystical term. It is Tao manifest within the 
individual. It is, symbolically speaking, the 
summit of the pyramid built on the four an- 
gular points of a birth-chart (Ascendant, De- 
Scendant Zenith, Nadir); or, in Rosicrucian 
symbology, the Rose that blooms at the cen- 
ter of the Cross of the Self. 

The foregoing may have made it clear 
that the Degree is to be considered and 
studied in terms of a particular symbolical 
representation attached to it. Each Degree of 
the zodiac must therefore carry a symbol; 
and this symbol will reveal the meaning—the 
soul—of whatever is found located in this de- 
gree; whether it be a planet or a cusp or any 
other abstract point. 


How can one perceive or visualize these 
symbols? "The answer is not so easy to give. 
To perceive symbols that are “souls,” one 
must have a faculty of spiritual perception; 
moreover the power to make the Images visu- 
alized explicit and self-revealing. The term 
“clairvoyance” does not elucidate much; but 
we must use it in this connection. Space 
forbids us to explain what type of “clair- 
voyance" we are referring to. It certainly 
is more akin to real intuition than to mere 
"psychic" gifts. 


In the Alan Leo Astrological Manuals 
series the booklet entitled “The Degrees of 
the Zodiac Symbolized" gives two sets of sym- 
bolic interpretations of the Degrees. The 
first, by Charubel, is quite valuable; the sec- 
ond, from a medieval source, seems com- 
pletely useless. Marc Edmund Jones, in his 
course “Symbolical Astrology" gives another 
set which is by far the best; which, in fact, 
actual practice has proven to those who know 
how to use symbols absolutely invaluable. The 
symbols are presented as quite modern pic- 
tures, thus in a garb more significant to the 
average student of today; but they are said 
to be derived from very ancient Egyptian 
sources by a process which cannot be dis- 
cussed here. 
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It is difficult to convey to most people the 
reason why there can be several valid symbols 
attached to each Degree. In the realm of 
pure Significance values are very different 
from those encountered in that of intellectual 
or scientific analysis. First, the individual 
element is paramount; second, it is connected 
with the factor of time. A symbol may be 
valid now, which may prove valueless a few 
centuries hence. The matter is not one of 
truthfulness or correctness, but one of value. 
And values are cyclically changing. A set 
of values may be "true" or rather vitally 
significant now; also it may have been as sig- 
nificant 5000 years ago. Yet it may have had 
very little or no validity 1000 years ago. 

Finally, there remains a baffling question to 
answer,—if this brief sketch of a vast and 
elusive subject is to be at all satisfactory— 
why 360 Degrees, when there are about 
36514 days to the year, if the value of the 
Degree is derived from the fact that it cor- 
responds to a full daily rotation of the earth? 

'The question can only be answered by stat- 
ing that there is always in Nature a value of 
indeterminacy where two fundamental polari- 
ties are to be interpreted in terms of each 
other. The axial rotation of the earth is a 
cosmically subjective and individualistic time- 
factor. The orbital revolution is an objective 
and universal space-factor. And the former 
cannot serve as an exact unit of measure- 
ment to determine the latter. We cannot 
measure one set of values by a unit belonging 
to another realm of value. The collectivity 
is not an exact sum-total of individuals. There 
may be 360 individuals in a group; but the 
value of the group is not the exact sum of 
the values of each individual. There is 
in any collectivity an increment of growth, 
a plus; a mysterious quantity which, in a 
sense, is not a quantity,—at any rate never 
a rational number. 


The process may be reversed and one may 
say that the individual is not an exact frac- 
tion of the group-value. Life is not as mathe- 
matical as we might think; and modern phys- 
ics has discovered it while investigating the 
behavior of electrons. The results has been 
Heisenberg’s principle of indeterminacy; you 
cannot know accurately at the same time the 
position and the speed of an electron. Like- 
wise no two planetary motions of different 
orders can be related quantitatively by ra- 
tional numbers. Perhaps the most universal 
symbol of this law of cosmic relationship is 
to be found in the value of Pi which mea- 
sures the relation of circumference to dia- 
meter; 3.14159.... It would seem logical 
that the circumference should contain 3 di- 
ameters or 6 radii. But it contains more 
than 6 radii, just as the year contains more 
than 6 x 60 days. 


The “more” represents the coefficient of 
indeterminacy in all integrative processes. It 
represents the freedom of the Soul, the Sev- 
enth Day of Creation, the Atman of Hindu

philosophy: the Imprevisible. Occultists speak 
of the Seven Rays. But the Seventh is not 
really a Ray; it is a bridge between two six- 
fold (or twelvefold) scales of being. Mu- 
sically speaking, it is the "leading note" of 
the major scale. It is the irrational value by 
which the.length of the circumference is 
more than the sum of the lengths of six 
radii; that is .14159.... It represents the 
freedom of all Rays; that by which they can 
be more than they are. Likewise if ohe di- 
vides 365% by 360 one gets a decimal value 
which represents symbolically that by which, 
each year, the individual may grow to a 
higher state of selfhood. This value, curi- 
ously enough, gives again the number 14; 
— being .014+ 

In another sense, the extra days mean also 
that the earth orbit is not perfect and the 
earth's pace steady. This might be referred 
to the tilting of the polar axis over the plane 
of the ecliptic. Whichever way one looks 
at the subject, 360 must be taken as the ar- 
chetypal number measuring the relation of 
individual to collective on earth; the fact 
that it is based on the square of 6 is signifi- 
cant. The realm of symbols and creative sig- 
nificance being the archetypal realm, the 
archetypal reality of the Degree is more 
significant than the apparent discrepancy in- 
volved in the number of days within the year 
as we know it at present.

FOREWORD 


The Astrological (Geocentric) analysis 
which appeared in our September issue per- 
taining to the so-called Calcutta Earthquake 
apparently aroused considerable interest. In 
fact if we are to judge from the letters re- 
ceived there was only one thing wrong with 
that article to wit—the earthquake was not 
at Calcutta—well folks, we can’t help that— 
it’s years since we've been in India and when 
the Author said it was at Calcutta we look 
his word for it. 

However, Paul Counsil, generously re- 
sponded to our plea for assistance in gelling 
this earthquake under control and since there 
is some considerable variation in the Base 
line adopted by these two schools of thought 
Johndro and Counsil, we further feel that it 
is essential for a correct perspective thal the 
arguments for both be presented. 

No doubt, we shall hear from Mr. Ilen- 
son again relative to this—we hope so—bul 
in the meantime, Mr. Counsil’s lelter is self 
ex planatory—Editor. 


Dear Mr. Clancy, 


I am in receipt of your request lor my 
figures on “The Calcutta Earthquake” ac- 
cording to the New Geocentric Astrology. 
As | understand it, you have received some 
criticism of W. Glen Hensen’s offering on 
the subject in your September number on 
the grounds that there was no such earth- 
quake, (Calcutta) and that my figures are 
wanted for comparison with Mr. Hensen's. 

As I apprehend it, the object of your in- 
terest in the phenomena of earthquakes is 
the discovery of the proper approach to mun- 
dane forecasting. This is in line with my con- 
ception of the primary function of every branch 
of astrology. To that end, the four accom- 
panying charts will be found entirely valid 
for comparative study. However, these arc 
not enough to yield a complete set of rules 
for the identification of the celestial origin 
of quakes. Therein is the risk of purely 
inductive reasoning. One insubordinate case 
wil upset a whole set of theories that 
all the rest have confirmed. For that reason 
I do not think the ramification of the ele- 
ments invoked by Mr. Hensen to account 
for the India quake can be considered as 
more than the "hindsight" of the event. Cer- 
tainly I can not see how they could ever 
be gathered into a predictive pattern, for 
neither his Precessional angles nor their 
directions for the true locality have the 


least familiarity with the celestial pattern 
to which he relates its eventualities at “Cal- 
cutta"—nearly two hundred miles East of 
Muzaffarpur. 

However, with my charts a very definite 
condition is common to all The three 
eclipses and one lunation occurred in almost 
exact conjunction with some angle, followed 
by the event upon the concentration of 
planetary force to constitute an irresistible 
pull on the angular equilibrium of the re- 
spective localities. I believe. this supplies 
the key formula to the advance knowledge 
of this sort of phenomena, as well as the 
mandare effects of celestial activities in gen- 
eral. 

When I first read this article I found a 
peculiar familiarity in the  precessional 
angles of Mr. Hensen's chart of the event, 
for they were very close to the degrees on 
the angles of my chart therefore. The 
strangeness of this arises in the fact that 
my "World Base Line," or Right Ascension 
of the Meridian of Greenwich, is 7 degrees 
32 minutes more than that of Mr. Johndro. 
Therefore where Mr. Hensen begins his 
demonstration with 29° 13' R.A.M.C. of 
Greenwich, I begin with 36° 45'. It im- 
mediately occurred to me that he had gone 
considerably east of the quake line for his 
base locality, while I had possibly gone 
somewhat west of it in using 80? East 
longitude for my locality chart. Thus the 
difference in longitudes used offset the dif- 
ference in our respective base lines of 
Greenwich and brought our  precessional 
angles of locality into approximate agree- 
ment. 

The first consideration in the study of an 
event astrologically is that the locality of 
its occurrence be definitely established. In 
the case of an earthquake, felt in most 
eases over enormous areas of the Earth, its 
line of greatest intensity must be taken as 
the basing point of its study. This is always 
a most difficult matter to determine which 
is borne out by the usual published reports 
on quakes—placing their centers often at 
points enormously remote from the locali- 
tics of observed effects, and frequently under 
the waters of some ocean or other. 

This so-called “Calcutta” quake was felt 
from London to Calcutta, but no damage to 
life or property was reported from either 
place so far as my clippings show: 

““Phe shock was so severe that it rang 
my earthquake bell’, said J. J. Shaw, seis- 
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mologist at the West Bromwich Observa- 
tory. The bell operates only in violent 
disturbances." 


“CALCUTTA, Jan. 15, (AP) An earth 
shock of considerable intensity and lasting 
three minutes local time (3:45 A.M., East- 
ern Standard time). Cracked many build- 
ings. Occupants of offices ran into the 
streets for safety." 


On these reports alone it would appear 
quite as reasonable to chart the event for 
the locality of Bromwich, England, as for 
that of Calcutta, since obviously an earth- 
quake describable as follows occurred at 
neither place: 

"CALCUTTA, Jan. 15, (AP) The north- 
ern part of India, close to the foot of 
the Himalaya Mountains and gigantic Mt. 
Everest, reports the worst earthquake that 
the world has seen for years. Most dis- 
astrous, perhaps, in destruction of lives since 
the Lisbon earthquake that caused many to 
lose their faith in Providence because of 
crowds killed in the churches, where they 
had taken refuge." 


In the same way that this event ceased 
to be "news" in a few days, other things 
crowded it out of my consideration and I 
do not know any more about the locality- 
center of this quake today than I did at that 
time. However I am listing localities then 
reported as suffering heavy losses of life and 
property: 

Bankura,

According to the reports, Muzaffarpur was 
the heaviest sufferer: “Dispatches said the 
streets were strewn with corpses and the 
town was in ruins, with communications 
cut off.” 

Now since it appears that the effects of 
this quake diminished eastward from Muzaf- 
farpar to Calcutta, it is a reasonable assump- 
tion that its center must have been between 
the 80th and 85th meridians of longitudes, 
or, say, about midway between Delhi and 
Calcutta, about the 83rd meridian. In view 
of this Mr. Hensen, in choosing to base 
his demonstration fully three degrees East 
of the center of its known greatest damage 
seems extravagantly solicitous about the 45 
minutes or miles of difference between the 
lunation of January 15th., and the 4th angle 
of Calcutta. Moreover I do not believe there 
can be TWO systems of directing the Pre- 
cessional Angles of a locality; neither do I 
believe that either system he used is correct, 
hence his major points of reference are 
meaningless to me. Also, in view of the 
world-wide dispute about the true method of

house division, I consider his references to 
intermediate house- -cusps and their rulers 
as fogging up the issue. However I do 
agree that the poundings of the locality 
angles of the quake zone by the previous 
phenomena that he brought forward in his 
argument had sensitized the region for the 
touch-off of this particular lunation to its 
fourth angie. 

At this juncture it occurred to me that 
generalizations based on any particular 
earthquake would not be apt to yield any 
substantial knowledge of the astrological 
formulas of earthquakes in general. And 
so I looked over the figures of seven or 
eight more or less recent quakes to discover 
some characteristic common to all. Those 
of the Pacific Coast and that of Charleston, 
S. C. seemed to fall in a class of receiving 
effects from remote centers of the disturb- 
ances, for, while relatively important in a 
local sense, their tolls in human lives deny 
their admittance into the category of major 
seismic calamities. Moreover, since their 
centers are in the realm of conjecture, their 
charts would not be properly comparable 
with those whose centers may be judged 
correctly from the magnitude of the damage 
which they caused. 

However, I found the data on four quakes 
in the past thirty- eight years having certain 
characteristics in common: The Tokyo 
quakes of 1896 and 1923, the Italian calamity 
of 1915, and that of India in January of this 
year. The frequency of earthquakes in 
Japan, considered in connection with her 
precessional angles, the relations of the 
Winter Solstice therewith, and the geologi- 
cal structure under her longitudes, warrants 
the conclusions that she is a focal earth- 
quake zone; hence major effects felt there 
can be taken to center there. The Italian 
quake very definitely localized along the 
Western base of the Apennines; and that 
of India along the Western base of the 
Himalayas. The loss of life in each event, 
chargeable in ultimate to the EARTH- 
QUAKE alone, was sufficient in numbers to 
rate as a world calamity. 


I am submitting herewith a composite 
geocentric chart of these four quakes, cal- 
culated to the terrestrial zodiac established 
by my Map of THE WORLD AND THE 
HEAVENS and according to rules set forth 
in the CYCLIC LOCALITY DIAL. The 
only liberty that I have taken with the 
figures is in "estimating" the center of the 
Indian quake. This estimate was made on 
the following equation reasoned on its di- 
minishing effects from Muzaffarpur east- 
wardly as mentioned before:

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Psychology of Color 


in Relation to Astrology

LIBRA — BLUE 


For those born Sept. 21st to Oct. 21st 
Those who have Libra rising and those 
who were born with a prominent Venus. 


In considering the question of Color Psy- 
chology, one must always remember that color 
is not a material substance; it is a sensa- 
tion. Thus, we may account for the varied 
effect which different colors have upon our 
mentality and feelings. Why should white 
give us an impression of coldness; red be of 
an inflammatory character; green be conduc- 
ive to rest and Blue cause our minds to turn 
to higher idealistic trends of thought? Surely 
it must be that the mind senses such feelings 
from the color which is presented to the eye. 

Recent investigations in the domain of ‘color 
by foreign scientists have brought to light the 
fact that the chemical rays of the Sun, when 
analyzed through various colored glasses, are 
potent to heal skin and various other diseases. 
However remarkable this may be, it is, to As- 
trologers, not so difficult to understand. The 
rays of the Sun when analyzed through the 
spectrum, exhibit seven colors, and these col- 
ors may be correlated with the seven planets. 
Red may be accepted as the color of Mars; 
Blue of Venus; Yellow of Mercury; Green 
of Saturn; Purple of Jupiter; Orange of the 
Sun, and Violet of the Moon. Our correla- 
tion of the various color combinations with 
the signs from this point of view is not yet 
complete, so we take only the planets into 
consideration. It. would seem that, in the 
meantime, the best method of procedure, to 
those interested would be to accept the plan- 
etary colors as dominating the sign ruled by. 
each planet. 


BLUE, Astrologically, Blue is correlated 
with Venus, therefore, Libra being the posi- 
tive sign of Venus is assigned to the color 
blue. The characteristics of Libra and the 
psychology of Blue coincide perfectly. Libra's 
outstanding characteristics are: Love of 
Harmony, Justice and sympathy for pain and 
suffering. There is a highly developed sense 
of beauty. They achieve more happiness and 
inspiration for work when associated with 
others either in marriage or some other form 
of partnership, such as close friendship. They 
are affable, courteous, obliging, and are very 
rarely guilty of a desire to injure others. 
They are not fond of rough, ugly or dirty 
work or conditions and do not care to ex- 
pose themselves to the more sordid aspects 
of life, so they are not fitted for work that 
involves unpleasant associations. They never

bear malice; in fact the memory is short, and 
there is a readiness on all occasions to for- 
give and forget. They find a quarrelsome, 
disturbed atmosphere hard to support and 
give way or compromise rather than face pro- 
longed discord. In evolved types there is 
much spirituality; it is said that Libra alone 
of the signs can “touch pitch and not be de- 
filed." They are impartial and on this ac- 
count make valuable go-betweens, always 
working for harmony. Their liking for the 
opposite sex is usually noticeable. The faults 
are those of weakness and compliancy; they 
often compromise too much because they find 
it hard to say “No” and are often taken ad- 
vantage of on account of their love of peace. 

Of all colors of the spectrum Blue is the 
most popular and the happiest; it induces a 
sense of exquisite pleasure, joyous serenity, 
exerts persuasive influence, and a_ tender, 
wistful appeal. Blue is the color symbolizing 
faith and constancy. Blue calms the spirit 
and soothes the soul, and is associated with 
space and illusion; it is the hue of immensity ; 
it arouses cosmic emotion and suggests the 


.abode of the gods. 


While Blue is almost universally loved, its 
appeal is felt most deeply by poets and the 
people who love the out-of-doors. The poet 
is deeply receptive to the Blue vibrations. He 
thrills to the idea of the transcendent and the 
cosmic; for Blue is also a mystical color, the 
color of illimitable peace, of paradise and of 
the forever beautiful and young. 

In Christian art, Blue is our Lady’s color, 
and in the Madonna pictures some of the old 
masters used the very beautiful, and what 
might be called, the exalted shade of Blue. 
It has a richness and completeness to it 
which is very satisfying to the eye and soul, 
as if the reverence of the painter had given 
a mystical and beautiful quality to the color. 

In relation to therapeuty, Blue is a cooling 


¿sedative color; its chromatic action is tran- 


quillity. Over-excitable people are calmed and 
soothed by Blue. 

¿Too much Blue is not good in a confined 
space; there must be an element of spacious- 
ness to fit its vibration. A chamber painted 
Blue would give a sense of limitation, unless 
it were a very large room and the Blue used 
greyed to a certain shade. 

Different shades of Blue combine well with 
many colors and it is particularly effective 
with Orange, its complement. Blue comes 
nearest to. neutrality of all colors, and in 
some of its more subdued tones affords a 
background against which many other colors 
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show up splendidly. Dark Blue frequently 
serves as a ground color in a rug or carpet. 
Plain Blue forms a very desirable carpet 
and Blue with contrasting colors forms some 
of the most exquisite Oriental rugs—espe- 
cially the antique Chinese rugs—they are 
the most beautiful of all rugs; with their 
soft amber, gold and Blue combinations. 

Briliant Blues are almost always excellent 
for accents and the softer shades are good 
for larger surfaces, except where the natural 
lighting is cold. In the lighter and medium 
tones, particularly, Blue is useful in creating 
an effect of coolness and giving space to 
small, bright rooms. 

Blue's complement, Orange, is stronger and 
more attention-compelling, so a comparative- 
ly small area of Orange provides adequate 
balance for a rather large surface of Blue. An 
Orange lampshade, pillow or some small ar- 
ticle, might successiully balance curtains of 
Blue; or, a small motive in Orange might 
balance a ground color of Blue. Or, an 
Orange slipcover might counteract rugs, cur- 
tains and upholstery in which Blue predomi 
nates. 

There are many different shades of blue, 
running from Blue-Violet to Blue-Green; at 
least, there are twenty different color tones 
which have a claim to Blue. Between these 
different color tones, there are four hundred 
different combinations possible. We have the 


right to say that any two colors will make 
satisfactory combinations if selected in the 
right intensity, saturation and space relation. 

It is clear that there cannot be universally 
valid rules for color combinations unless 
there first is a consistent system of names for 
color qualities. Contrasting colors add mu- 
tually to one another in their senuous effects, 
while closely related colors please by pro- 
ducing effects which agree in their funda- 
mental aesthetic character. 

Suppose we do a room for Libra; of 
course, in order to select harmonizing shades, 
it is necessary to go thoroughly into the chart 
as the many Librans have different influences, 
and it is necessary to blend various colors 
into certain shades to arrive at the proper 
color combination for the native. Since the 
native’s chart is not known, we will just take 
the color Blue for Libra and build up around 
it. Suppose we take a Georgian living room; 
using Blue for the carpet, covering the floor 
entirely. The walls will be grey tinged with 
Blue, blue-grey; the curtians a lovely English 
chintz, with coral-rust ground, Blue a deeper 
shade of coral and tan design; the furniture 
Colonial mahogony. The sofa to be covered 
in Blue to harmonize with the carpet; two 
upholstered chairs to be covered in the Eng- 
lish chintz the same as the curtains and some 
coral and tan-grey pillows on the sofa.

Now the fact was cited that Cawnpore 
was the scene of the Quake. Yet after a 
thorough examination of the clippings about 
the tragedy, found in the "Newspaper 
Morgues" in the city, I find that the Quake 
was limited to “NO ONE CITY”—as it 
covered a frightfully large area. The area 
covered, cities involved, together with the 
Astrological significance, I am working on 
and expect to send in for your approval. 

In closing I want to let you know that 
I am truly sorry that such a stupid blunder 
was made.

I have just finished reading the June copy 
of American Astrology which my Mother 
brought home from Minneapolis, and es- 
pecially appreciated the enlightening article 
entitled “The Planets” as symbols of Psy- 
chological functions by Dane Rudhyar. I 
understand personally as I am a living 
testimony of the explanation of these out- 
lying “Planets Referring to the Uncon- 
scious” and their retrograding. 

Since I had to leave my work in New 
York City two years ago last April, and 
come home because of a so-called “nervous 
breakdown" I have been unable to go any- 
where. When doctors could do nothing to 
help me I determined to help myself by 
study and research to find the underlying 
cause. With my natural inclinations in a 
Sagittarius-Libra make-up, I soon found in 
Astrology the answer I was seeking; and 
having mastered the mechanics of it, I in- 
tend to follow it professionally, as soon as I 
pass out from under the combined affliction 
of Neptune and Uranus. The Children's 
Playhouse, remodeled, has served as my 
studio in my work and recuperation; and 
practical application in diagnosing the charts 
of my family, friends, and strangers in 
town, who have observed my case, are also 
interested in Astrology through my 
proselytizing, and even call upon me in ob- 
scure cases. For I have four retrograde 
planets in my birth-chart, including Neptune 
and Uranus, whose influence I am still 
laboring under, and I know from painful ex- 
perience that I have suffered most when 
these were retrograde. I have also had some 
unusual psychic dreams. 

If I had not had the knowledge and hope 
of Astrology to tide me over this bad period, 


I would probably not be here to tell the tale 
now. So by the grace of God and Astrol- 
ogy, I will continue to work and write and 
rebuild a “new heaven and a new earth” 
on the wreckage of the old, like a Phoenix. 
I trust you will forgive the foregoing "per- 
sonalities” and in that degree understand 
how glad I am to be introduced to your 
publication of which I will be an euthusias- 
tic reader if you continue to publish more 
articles like the one mentioned. 


DROUGHT 


We have been asked to comment on the 
Drought that has this year created such 
havoc among the farmers particularly in 
the western and middle western states. 

Such research as we have had time to 
apply to this problem would seem to tie 
such phenomena up in a fairly definite man- 
ner with the Planetary nodes and when the 
effect is destructive it should be, and is, the 
South Node of a Planet that is involved. 

It appears that Lunations or Eclipses on 
the South Node of a Planet (the orb is 
fairly narrow) tends to release a destruc- 
tive force of the nature of the planet in- 
volved and in connection with a Drought 
such as we have just experienced—follow- 
ing an unusually severe winter—we have 
found that the South Node of Saturn merits 
careful consideration. 

Quoting from Rudhyar, page 8 of the 
April 1934 issue of American Astrology 
we are informed as follows: 

“There seems to be much confusion 
about the exact position of the planets’ 
nodes and their motion. I am giving in 
the following tables the positions of the 
nodes for 1933, 1934 and 1935, as they are 
found in the 'American Ephemeris and 


Nautical Almanac! which is indeed an 
authority.

is which is apparently inaccurate." 


Accepting these nodal positions as prob- 
ably correct, then we'll look to 23.04.48 
Capricorn for the South Node of Saturn 
and a January Lunation falling on this 
point could be expected to release a de- 
structive Saturnine force throughout the 
year—accentuating to an extreme the 
Saturnine tendencies to cold and dryness in- 
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sofar as the weather may be concerned. In 
"January 1934 we had a lunation—that cxtra- 
ordinary lunation shall we say—close to this 
degree—in the 25th degree of Capricorn. 

Furthermore by checking back over the 
past century, we have, with aid of such 
weather data as we have had available, 
found ample evidence that Saturn's South 
Node is indeed an important factor in *his 
connection. 

The following news comment is quite 
interesting and would seem to add con- 
firmation to the theory here advanced. 


“1934 DROUGHT MILD 
COMPARED TO 1880 


EMPORIA, Kan., Sept. 4 (US).—The 
present drought is just a very small affair 
compared to the drought of 1880, William 
Hammond, who settled here in 1857, de- 
clares. The drought of the latter ’80s 
- was so terrific, Hammond said, that men 
and their families ate but one meal daily.” 


We find that 1880 is one of the years 

dominated by Saturn through its South 
: Node. On January 11, 1880 there was a 

Lunation at 21:06 Capricorn and since these 
Planetary Nodes have a very slight for- 
ward, motion we could expect to find the 
South Node of Saturn in 1880 somewhat less 
than the 22nd degree of Capricorn, further- 
more the 1880 conjunction was further in- 
tensified by the January Lunation of that 
year being also an Eclipse. 

Following this line of reasoning into the 
future we find the Lunation of December 
6th, 1934 on the South Node of Uranus and 
that of February 3, 1935 (which is further- 
more an eclipse) on Neptune's South Node. 

That of Uranus in December is very close, 
whereas that of Neptune in February is a 
little wider, but both should be effective and 
operative over a period of at least six 
months following the conjunction. 

So far as Uranus is concerned, and the 
probable manifestation, we cannot do better 
than refer to the Message of the Stars, ap- 
pearing elsewhere in this issue—re effect of 
Saturn’s transit into Pisces upon Uranian 
forces in U. S. 

"A'stimulation of Neptune's South Node 
cotild be expected to produce among other 
things an excess of Rain, probably unusually 
severe floods and particularly during the 
Season naturally subject thereto. 

With regard to the probable localization 
of these influences it is most interesting 
to note that by the “New Geocentric As- 
trology”—refer Paul Counsil—the South 
Node of Saturn is now and has been for 
many years over the Central Western States 
just a little west of the 90th meridian, which 
could naturally be expected to mark this 
area as a focal point. 

Neptune we find focalized on the Atlantic 
Seaboard, which may account for the many 


strange, mysterious and strangely violent 
maritime disasters that appear to center on 
points along the East Coast of America. 


Uranus by the same method finds its 
point of focalization over the Pacific Ocean 
—in the vicinity of Hawaii The Pacific 
Ocean bed is undeniably shifty in a truly 
Uranian manner and this is in fact an 
Earthquake Zone. 


GRAND TRINES 
and 
GRAND SQUARES 


Question: One of the major problems 
which have confronted me is the question 
of grand trines and grand squares. Some 
authorities seem to hold that though trines 
are good, grand trines being an accentuation 
of whatever element they are in tend to be 
bad, and grand squares because they form 
a perfect balance between all four elements 
tend to be good no matter how evil a single 
square may be. I have not seen much of 
these two problems in your magazine and 
perhaps you will think it interesting enough 
to answer in its pages. 

Answer: This problem has already been 
dealt with in considerable detail on page 16 
of the April 1934 issue of American Astrol- 
ogy. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 


We are here reprinting an article written 
and published by the Editor of American 
Astrology in November 1933. It contains 
certain statements which in the light of de- 
velopments over the past 22 months would 
seem to merit consideration. 


Reprinted from Astrological Preview 
Issue of December 1932 


It is a widely known fact that the Writer, 
who was then Editor of Popular Astrology, 
did in February 1932 publish a prediction 
that Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt of 
New York would be Nominated for the 


‘Presidency by the Democratic Party, that 


Garner would support Roosevelt, and that 
The Democratic Party would in turn win 
the November (1932) Presidential Election. 
Again in October we publicly predicted that 
the November Election would be a Demo- 
cratic Landslide and that Governor Roose- 
velt would be elected by the largest majority 
ever polled by a Presidential Candidate. 
Subsequent events have proven that we did 
not miss it much. (A limited number of 
copies of this magazine and this prediction 
are available, price 25c). We now feel justi- 
fied in making a few remarks relative to the 
Horoscope of this Man—who: might be 
aptly referred to as a Man of Destiny—who 
in winning the practically unqualified ap- 
proval and confidence of the Citizens of the 
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United States at the time of a great Na- 
tional Crisis has been placed in the front 
rank among the Makers of History. Will 
President Roosevelt succeed in achieving 
what the U. S. voters hoped he would 
achieve when they elected him as their 
National Leader? 

Of course the people—the Majority—do 
not always get what they (think they) want. 
They do get what they deserve. We who 
make it a practice to closely watch the 
ever-changing juxtaposition of the Planetary 
symbols know that popular sentiment in- 
evitabl swings in harmony with . Cyclic 
changes throughout all Nature which are 
quite beyond the power of any individual 
to control. In 1928 these majestic markers 
on the Dial of the Clock of Destiny were 
moving slowly and inevitably to certain 
relative positions which was to take form 
in Human Consciousness and Human 
Affairs as a prolonged and world wide De- 
pression. In that year Saturn the Planet 
of Conservatism approached a position 
where it would conflict with Uranus the 
Planet of Liberty. At that time, and all 
unware that this was happening, the Citi- 
zens of the World's leading commercial 
Nation with that same uncanny accuracy 
that characterizes all popular movements, 
selected as their National Leader during the 
next four years a Man who also had these 
two Planets in conflict (opposition) in his 
Birth Chart—Herbert Hoover was Then the 
Man of the Hour. When approaching a turn 
in the road it is always advisable to slow 
down and when the Lords of Human 
Destiny indicate that such a change is im- 
minent and that it is time to put on the 
Brakes, Humanity—wiser than they know 
—see to it that their Leaders are men who 
will put on the Brakes. It would have been 
dificult to have found a Man who could 
have so effectively stepped on the Brakes 
as did Mr. Hoover. No doubt: his clever 
and efficient manipulation of this part of 
the Machinery of Government accounts for 
the fact that United States has come safely 
through this transition period without being 
completely wrecked. 


By 1932 most of the necessary readjust- 
ments had been made. People had through 
bitter experiences learned certain lessons. 
New leaders ripened by the trials and trib- 
‘ulations of the past months were ready to 
take charge. The conjunction of Jupiter 
and Neptune in September of this year indi- 
cated that the time had come to release the 
brakes. To have continued with a safety 
first policy would have been contrary to the 
Divine plan. The call went out for a Man 
who could personally express the New 
Spirit. A Man with a vision which would 
transcend: present limitations and again— 
in the person of Franklin D. Roosevelt— 
the people of a Nation found a fitting 


symbol of their newly acquired ideal. Mr. 
Roosevelt with Jupiter and Neptune in close 
conjunction in his Birth Chart would of 
course be the natural choice at a time when 
these Planets again form a conjunction by 
Transit. From this point of view it is 
futile to question what the outcome will be 
—the People will get what they have or- 
dered. In 1928 they asked for Safety—secur- 
ity—they got it—only to find that a little of 
that may be too much, so in 1932 they 
decided that perhaps that wasn't such a 
good idea and asked for more Freedom— 
they were not adverse to taking a few 
chances if that might serve to loosen things 
up a little. They will get what they asked 
for. In the last analysis it is of little im- 
portance whether we have Liberty at the 
price of Safety or Safety at the price of 
Liberty—either may be costly and both offer 
us opportunities for gaining by experience. 
It is our personal opinion that President 
Roosevelt will lead the Nation out 
of the wilderness of doubt and depression 
but only because the people themselves 
are willing to go. They will however also 
need to exercise much caution, for in 1936 
there is a configuration which may bring 
many idealists down to ignominious defeat 
and which may land many Highflyers in 
the proverbial woodpile. The position of 
Uranus in relation to Saturn and Neptune in 
that year would seem to point to one of 
the most sensational Political Campaigns in 
the history of this country—not excepting 
the present one—and when it is over both 
the Democratic and the Republican Party 
may be wondering what has happened. A 
Third Party should stand an excellent 
chance at that time. 

In a National as well as in an Individual 
sense what we need as a means to a greater 
Mastery of Material conditions is a better 
understanding of Spiritual Laws. When we 
thoroughly understand and have clearly 
formulated a Natural Law we can then 
specialize the conditions under which that 
Law operates and work miracles indeed.

It is worthy of note that this accident 
occurred at almost the precise instant that 
the transiting Moon in Cancer squared the 
Natal Mars in Aries, the aspect being in 
the 3rd degree of these signs. 

Furthermore, while the progressions after 
birth were not in our opinion particularly 
significant, the Pre-Natal Aspects did re- 
veal a most powerful and dangerous con- 
figuration, viz: Prenatal Moon on a cross 
with the Prenatal Sun and Saturn involving 
Gemini, Sagittarius and Pisces respectively. 
Accepting the Greenwich Noon positions 
for the day of birth as a basis we find the 
Prenatal Moon 23/44 Gemini opposition 
Prenatal Sun 26/27 Sagittarius, both square 
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the Prenatal Saturn 21/13 Pisces. Students 
should find this instructive. We will have 
more to say of this at a later date in a 
comparative study of several of such events, 
but so far this scores a point for Prenatal 
Directions—and to Prenatal Planets, be it 
observed. : 


SATURN 


Question: I was born Aug. 18, 1898, and 
Saturn was in Sagittarius, according to 
Raphael’s Ephemeris. Does this have to be 
interpreted as Saturn over the place of 
Jupiter, since Sagittarius is the home of 
Jupiter, although Jupiter was elsewhere at 
that time? 

Answer: It is true that Saturn in Jupiter's 
sign would to some extent combine the in- 
fluence of Saturn and Jupiter, but strictly 
speaking the inference is rather far fetched 
and such an interpretation would not be 
literally true. The position of Jupiter would 
be a vital factor and must always be con- 
sidered as operating where it is. 

In our Message of the Stars, page 23 of 
the July 1934 issue of American Astrology, 
we went into this question with consider- 
able detail and explained fully our con- 
ception of the relative value and function of 
a sign and a planet. 


SOLAR HOUSES 


Question: Reading American Astrology I 
gather that if you are an Aquarian that 
Aquarius is House No. 1. But—in my per- 
sonal horoscope Pisces is on the ascendant. 

Which then for me is House No. 1—my 
natal Aquarius or Pisces because Pisces is 
on the ascendant? 

Answer: We would suggest that you re- 
fer to our answer to a similar question on 
page 13 of the August 1934 issue of Ameri- 
can Astrology.

Personal Enterprises—Personal Welfare 
Changes—Etc. í 


Neptune in Virgo, 1928 to 1942 is in the 
First House (sign) for those under the 
rulership of Virgo. > 

A fairly complete analysis of this transit 
has already been given on page 57 of the 
August, 1933 issue of American Astrology. 

The more constructive phases of this 
Neptunian influence may be expected to 
manifest in the natural course of events 
during October and November, 1934 and 
during January, July, August and Septem- 
ber, 1935 

During October and November, you 
should find ample opportunity to  ex- 
press these personal Neptunian tendencies 
through the department of journeys, cor- 
respondence and various forms of intellec- 
tual expression; furthermore, during No- 
vember, we find a conjunction of Mars and 
Neptune (November 11th) which may be 
expected to make the Neptunian forces dy- 
namic and very active, to impel you to court 
danger in the pursuit of the Neptunian 
ideal. Since this conjunction is otherwise 
well aspected, this will probably in the 
majority of instances grant victory and the 
successful consummation of hazardous en- 
terprises, yet there is always a “hidden 
danger" in Neptune. 

“Full many a gem of purest ray serene 
The dark unfathomed caves of Ocean 
bear," 

—and "full many" a devil-fish too. 

It behooves one under the influence of 
this planet to be extremely practical, plan 
all moves carefully—then follow the plan 
with scrupulous care. 


URANUS 


Public Life—Publicity— Educational 
Advantages—Self Development— Progress 
—Long. Journeys—Adventure 

Uranus in Taurus, during the summer of 
1934 and from 1935 to 1942 inclusive will 
be effective in the Solar 9th House for 
those under the rulership of Virgo. 

This should offer unusual opportunities 
for progress, for this is the department gov- 
erning progress and evolution. It gives a 
great desire to travel widely and engage 
in explorations of various kinds, and it in- 
tensifies any adventurous tendencies there 


may be in individual cases which might 
result in journeys to extraordinary places 
and for extraordinary reasons, such journeys 
being very sudden and unexpected and in- 
volving strange adventures which do not or- 
dinarily befall people. On the other hand 
this might lead to mental traveling, in- 
tensifying the scientific, truth-seeking ten- 
dencies resulting in a great desire to investi- 
gate out-of-the-ordinary sciences and make 
interesting experiments, psychologically or 
otherwise. Uranus always seeks freedom 
wherever it is, and in this department the 
tendency is to seek freedom from physical, 
emotional and mental limitations through 
religion, philosophy, science or some sim- 
ilar activity of the higher mind, hence if 
there are any occult tendencies shown in 
your natal chart, this influence may tend to 
generate quite an unusual interest in occult 
Sciences, one of which is Astrology. In 
others of a more materialistic trend it might 
manifest as a passion for gambling and 
speculation which might be profitable or 
otherwise, according to how Uranus may 
be aspected by other transiting planets from 
time to time. Thus a horoscope, as a chart 
of causes rather than effects, may manifest 
in a great variety of ways in accordance 
with the natal chart of the individual. But 
generally speaking, this position of Uranus 
should be quite beneficial to the natives of 
Virgo, offering unusual opportunities for ad- 
vancement. 

October, 1934 is seen as a distinctly dan- 
gerous month so far as this Uranian in- 
fluence is concerned with some violent con- 
flicts—principally of an intellectual or verbal 
nature—indicated. However, Mars is so 
placed (following October 18th) as to ren- 
der considerable assistance and as indicated 
above for this period (under Neptune) 
promises victory thru Neptune though such 
may not become apparent until next month 
when Neptune takes charge. 

December, 1934 promises a most uni- 
formly constructive manifestation of the 
Uranian forces and much happiness to 
Virgo. New avenues for progress are 
opened. 

January, 1935 threatens trouble to Uranus 
from the House of Health and Employ- 
ment. It would be well to curb any tend- 
ency to seek adventure or make hazardous 
experiments until well toward the end of 
the month. 


February is quite harmonious in this con- 
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nection with helpful influences coming from 
the department of Partnerships, Marriage 
and Legal Affairs. New Personal contacts 
and dealings with strangers—people of 
power and influence—are seen as conducive 
to progress and success. It seems that you 
shine in the reflected ¡glory of some per- 
sonal associate or benefit through the suc- 
cess of someone with whom you are per- 
sonally linked in some manner. 

March is also harmonious with a conjunc- 
tion of Venus and Uranus (March 22nd) 
promising some very good news, which 
comes as a most pleasant surprise. This 
month is also favorable for Legal affairs 
and cooperative activities, provided you 
make full use of the Uranian forces. Suc- 
cess through a long journey, favorable pub- 
licity or published writings (or other forms 
of public expressions) are indicated. 

April is an important month with power- 
ful forces released in your department of 
Publicity, Public Life and Long Journeys. 
This should be the most progressive, event- 
ful, decisive month of the entire twelve 
months—one to be remembered for a long 
time and marking great changes in your 
life. These changes should be on the whole 
beneficial. 

May and June are both harmonious, par- 
ticularly in a social sense with Uranus re- 
ceiving much assistance from your House 
of Friends and Friends rendering much val- 
uable aid to social progress. 

July is for the most part also harmonious 
from the Uranian point of view with some 
personal hopeness and personal protection 
indicated. However, there is a danger point 
around August Ist that calls for the utmost 
caution, powerful forces are secretly un- 
friendly and may succeed in pulling the 
props from under you, unless you are care- 
ful. When climbing mountains use a rope 
and see that it is fastened securely, likewise 
when washing windows use a safety belt. 

After the first week of August is past, 
you are out of the danger zone and through- 
out the balance of the month Uranus wil! 
be able to move forward without interfer- 
ence. 

September we do not find to be particu- 
larly important month insofar as this in- 
fluence is concerned. 


SATURN IN AQUARIUS 
Health—Employment 


Saturn in Aquarius 1933 and 1934, has 
been a somewhat obstructive and, at times, 
very difficult influence in the department of 
Health and Employment for those under 
the rulership of Virgo. 

A general analysis of this transit has 
already appeared in the August, 1933 issue 
of American Astrology, page 58. 

During the first week of October, 1934 
Saturn is definitely a symbol of danger in 


the department of Health and Work—and 
it would be advisable not to court any un- 
necessary risks and to be more than or- 
dinarily cautious and patient in all these 
matters. Distinctly adverse for forcing a 
decision regarding employment or for sur- 
gical treatment and you should be care- 
ful to avoid undue exposure or contact with 
infectious or contagious diseases in any 
form. 

From October 12th to the end of the 
month Saturn is harmoniously aspected 
from your financial department, which 
should improve employment circumstances 
and increase your earning power, though 
the direct influence upon Health may be 
negligible yet Health should be, at least, 
indirectly benefited insofar as happiness and 
good fortune are conducive to good health. 

November is distinctly adverse so far as 
Saturn is concerned and there is warning 
of possible accidents while traveling, also 
that it will be necessary to guard your 
speech and writings with unusual care. 

December is harmonious after you pass 
the square of Mercury to Saturn, Decem- 
ber 1st—watch out for that one—there is 
where you may speak out of turn and make 
the whole world (your world) sick. Just be 
patient and hold your tongue unless you 
wish to have the doubtful pleasure of eat- 
ing your own words—rotten diet—bad for 
the digestion. It would be advisable to post- 
pone any contemplated journeys until after 
December 1st and the closer to December 
10th the better. 

The balance of December is harmonious 
in this connection, promises -benefits to 
Health and Employment through domestic 
changes—changes of Location—Field of Ac- 
tivity, etc., possibly a new position may 
materialize under this, which should in that 
case be very satisfactory. 

January, 1935 may be said to be a month 
of transition. Saturn is now at the point_of 
passing your sixth to seventh House (So- 
lar)—from Aquarius to Pisces—and we find 
at this time some powerful aspects which 
may be quite potent to make a change of 
conditions quite decisive. There is some 
indication of benefit through legal affairs; 
personal contacts with older people and 
possibly some binding agreement or con- 
tract which is conducive to your personal 
security. These influences will be most 
powerful during the last week of January 
and continue to be effective throughout 
practically the entire month of February. 


SATURN IN PISCES 


Marrige—Partnership—Legal Affairs— 
Personal Associations 


On February 14th, Saturn finally leaves 
Aquarius (your Solar Sixth House) and 
enters Pisces (your Solar Seventh) where 
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it will remain until the spring months of 
1937. 

Saturn in the department of your life 
which governs marriage, partnerships, legal 
affairs and all personal associations may at 
times cause you to become conscious of an 
almost complete lack of co-operation in your 
environment, especially insofar as personal 
relationships are concerned. It is of the 
nature of Saturn to deny or take away 
something in whatever department of the 
chart he may be placed and in this de- 
partment of Partnership, Marriage and all 
co-operative activities the result might, in 
some cases, be the removal of the marriage 
partner by death or divorce, or otherwise 
afflict the partner so that there may be con- 
siderable unhappiness or heavy responsi- 
bility in connection therewith. On the other 
hand this could manifest as a beneficial 
influence through attracting to you the op- 
position of serious, sober, thoughtful, prac- 
tical people whó, while acting as a decided 
brake on your personal activities yet help 
you by forcing you to concentrate your eí- 
forts which results in the development of 
real character and ability. It is well to re- 
member that while Saturn apparently denies 
yet this is after all purely a matter of per- 
sonal opinion. The influence is operating in 
your personal horoscope not that of any oth- 
er person, and what you might consider a 
lack of cooperation might merely be a disin- 
clination on the part of others to do always 
just what you want them to do, for which 
attitude on their part they may have good 
and sufficient reason, and what you might 
consider at this time a heavy loss may later 
be proved to have been a blessing in that 
something was taken from you which was 
limiting you. Therefore it behooves us at 
all times to be as impersonal as possible and 
try to see the other fellow's point of 
view as well as our own.. Especially is 
this necessary when Saturn afflicts. Emer- 
son speaks of a wise man, “Who nobly 
agrees with necessity not because he must 
but because he realizes that what necessity 
dictates is wisest and best" Saturn is the 
Auditor of the Gods. He balances the 
Books of Life, and only what is actually 
your own is what you have left after he 
passes by. If you have fortifed yourself 
with imperishable assets and have not iden- 
tified yourself with your possessions Saturn 
wil leave you unscathed. Spiritual em- 
bezzlers and borrowers from Time receive 
no mercy. It is tragic to see the fruits of 
years of effort or even what we considered 
a cherished ideal fade slowly away under 
the blighting blasts of fate. But if we have 
been deceiving ourselves as to the in- 
trinsic value of these possessions is it not 
better so? Time heals the wounds it in- 
flicts. For those who are under the whip- 
lash of Saturn, Rousseau delivered a com- 


forting message, "Patience is bitter but its 
fruit is sweet." 


Mercury turns direct March 3rd and 
again advances to a conjunction with Saturn, 
March 22nd, which aspect is in turn followed 
by a harmonious Venus aspect, March 26th, 
which places Saturn in quite a fortunate 
position practically from the end of Janu- 
ary to the end of March. In relation to 
Virgo this may be said to comprise a for- 
tunate period for all seventh House matters 
as listed above and specifically promises 
success in Legal affairs during this period. 

Late in April there appears to be difficulty 
involving people in authority, probably 
some question of credit or a social contact 
which reacts adversely upon your profes- 
sional life or standing. It would be well to 
beware of a sentimental appeal and certain- 
ly it would be unwise to jeopardize your 
credit or reputation in the interests of an- 
other person even though that person may 
seem to be in great need of assistance or 
encouragement. Emerson said, “The first 
lesson of wisdom is to know your own from 
another's—a sympathetic person is like a 
swimmer among drowning people, if he give 
them so much as a finger they will drown 
him too."—Keep out of this—whatever it is 
—and guard your credit closely. The first 
three weeks of April are adverse for legal 
settlements, agreements or the conclusion 
of a Court Case. The last week of April 
puts Saturn in better humor and if the mat- 
ters indicated above are postponed until then 
a much more satisfactory settlement may 
be realized. 

The first ten days of May are again ad- 
verse for professional matters, for problems 
of credit and for dealing with those in 
Authority. Messages received at this time 
are likely to constitute distinctly bad news— 
better avoid them if possible and it might 
help to disconnect your ’phone. 

The latter part of May (around May 20th) 
is much better and promises success to your 
Saturnine contacts through social affairs 
and friends. 


June is not an important month in this 
connection, but during the first half of July 
powerful assistance comes from the House 
of Friends to aid you in the harmonious 
adjustment of your personal affairs and 
personal associations. The last half of July 
may furnish you with an excuse to indulge 
in self pity since the more negative and 
obstructive phases of Saturn,are likely to be 
brought out. It may help you some to 
realize that cooperation cannot be all one 
sided and it takes two to make a bargain. 
It will seem to you at this time that life 
is demanding of you far more than you 
should give—well it won't do any good to 
complain and you can't hold out on Saturn, 
so the best advice we can offer is that you 
give cheerfully—might as well, you won't 
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lose any more that way and if you will be 
patient—well, every day has its dog you 
know. 


The first half of August 
improvement and an aggressive attitude in 
intellectual affairs may be productive of 
good results. This may permit a profitable 
business journey or you may force a signa- 
ture down on a dotted line to your ever- 
lasting credit. Later in August—not so 
good—more trouble of a personal nature 
with those Saturnine associates, looks like 
a personal conflict marked by much bitter- 
ness and persistent persecution. That fellow 
Saturn does cramp your style—doesn’t he? 
—now you know what we meant by all those 
cracks we made about him in our general 
analysis of his Seventh House influence. 
However, it looks as though you win this 
battle—but the price is heavy. Perhaps 
what you can’t do is better not done—who 
knows?—anyway it is a comforting philos- 
ophy if you can make it work. 

September seems to be another dangerous 
month with violent forces at work in the 
Domestic department, operating to break 
up those Saturnine crystallizations in your 
house of partnership—this looks like action 
—plenty of action—and you do the acting, 
the net result being that you may break 
some of those Saturnine chains and get 
rid of a lot of excess baggage that you col- 
lected when you thought the world was a 
museum. It would be advisable, however, 
to be careful not to start anything you can’t 
finish and avoid conflicts if possible for this 
is a month when there is a pronounced ten- 
dency to go to extremes and extremes are 
always bad. 


JUPITER 


Journeys, Changes, Mental Activity, 
Intellectual Expression, Speech, Writing 
From October 10th, 1934 to November 
9th, 1935, Jupiter in Scorpio is in transit 
through the Third (Solar) House for those 
born under the Rulership of Virgo. This 
should greatly increase your capacity for 
absorbing knowledge and offer excellent 
opportunities for the dissemination of in- 
formation to others. You may during this 
period be much in demand as a confidant or 
perscnal counsellor, and your judgment will 
be generally accurate because of the fact 
that your intellectual powers of perception, 
comprehension and understanding are ex- 
panded, hence you have a wealth of accurate 
information upon which to base a judgment. 
This transit reveals a probable opportunity 
to realize a long cherished ambition in 
life through a somewhat sensational ex- 
pansion of personal influence upon the in- 
tellectual plane—possibly through writing, 
speaking, correspondence, traveling, etc.

an. undercurrent of mysticism, secrecy or 
strangeness about these activities, yet it may 
be said that it does in a measure promise 
“Divine Protection" in your Jupiterian ven- 
tures and should be particularly helpful in 
regard to journeys also granting a certain 
inspirational power to the mind giving risc 
at times to the truly inspired speech and 
writings. 

Early in October (under the opposition of 
Jupiter to Uranus October 10th) 1934 there 
will be a tendency to go to extremes in 
matters of journeys, speech and writings. 
Jupiter will have to be curbed considerably 
since, no doubt, tendencies to exaggeration 
and extravagance in intellectual affairs, im- 
prudent changes of plans or circumstances, 
also surprising messages are indicated that 
may for the most part constitute bad news 
at least so far as the ultimate effect thereof 
is concerned.

through using your head and being su- 
premely adaptable. 

January 1935 during the first ten days con- 
tinues to be fortunate along similar lines to 
that of November. 

Later in January we note a period when 
you need to bring out the "Safety First" 
sign again. Here is trouble in the depart- 
ment of Health and Employment. Danger- 
ous for journeys and changes, use much 
caution in the signing of papers. January 
25th seems to be a key date in this dis- 
turbance. 

February continues along much the same 
lines as the last half of January.

Who said Scorpio was 
sarcastic, Scorpio is a clumsy bungler by 
comparison with Virgo. The irony of 
Scorpio is to the subtle wit of Virgo as a 
battle axe to a razor blade or a rapier. 
Virgo can cut an opponent to the bone 
and he will never know he has been nicked 
—until it's too late. 

Jupiter is further polarized by the Sun, 
May 10th, to be followed by a harmonious 
Venus, May 26th. The net result should be 
much material success through a profitable 
expression of the Jupiterian urges during the 
months of March, April and May, but 
caution is called for and you should curb 
pronounced tendencies to exaggeration, ex- 
cess and imprudence as a result of over- 
confidence particularly during  April—the 
last of March and early part of May. 

Social affairs are much favored during 


the latter part of May and many new 
friends may contribute much to the realiza- 
tion of your hopes, wishes and aspirations. 
"There is much emotion in this and it 
would appear that some one has a decidely 
sentimental interest in you though at pres- 
ent you call it friendship. 

June is a somewhat adverse month and 
may bring some secret sorrow or a private 
matter involving sentimental considerations 
may impel you to seek solace in self- 
indulgence—that will not help and it would 
be advisable to sympathize with yourself in 
secret.

July brings Jupiter back into the money 
again with powerful assistance coming from 
the House of Friends. 

During the first half of August you run 
into stormy weather again. Don’t start 
singing the “Blues” lest you be charged 
with murder on the High C's—well—we'll 
let that one pass—but here is more trouble 
from a secret source and there appears to 
be much talking behind the scenes—be- 
hind your back. Secret messages, journeys, 
writings, etc, should all be dealt with 
cautiously and avoid going to extremes. 

Mars Conjunction Jupiter, August 26th, 
may bring a boom in the matters specifi- 
cally pertaining to the Third House and an 
aggressive approach to problems involving 
journeys, writings, intellectual expression 
(also relatives or intimate friends) should 
be productive of most satisfactory results. 

September is revealed as a month replete 
with opportunities for the improvement of 
your personal circumstances through jour- 
neys, writings, etc. This should briefly be a 
most successful month if you are an am- 
bitious person and will take full advantage 
of all opportunities presented. A liberal 
use of the social urges will be of much as- 
sistance, just be as charming as you know 
how—and Virgo knows how—when a prac- 
tical result is in sight.

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The Mystic Marriage 


An Esoteric Interpretation of 


Libra 


In our discussion of Virgo from the eso- 
teric point of view we arrived at an under- 
standing of that sign as symbolic of a proc- 
ess of purificatiot (through self analysis 
and service), whereby the individual purifies 
the personal or Lower Self to the degree 
where it is qualified to become the Virgin 
Mother of the Christ within. This brings us 
logically to the next step on the path to 
spiritual liberation. The Lower Self, hith- 
erto personal, has now become impersonal 
and is ready for the Mystic Union or Mar- 
riage with the Higher Self, which union is 
symbolized by Libra. Thence, the individual 
travels by progressive stages to the concep- 
tion, birth and development of a Divine per- 
sonality and self-conscious immortality, at 
which final stage the individual has be- 
come a fully individualized creative centre 
for the universal creative power, a Master 
Builder or Master Mason; in fact if we 
choose to use the Masonic symbolism, we 
may accept Libra as symbolical of the key- 
stone which having been placed in position, 
completes the Royal Arch, and the initiate 
is then privileged to enter the Temple, un- 
dergoing thereafter experiences which are 
symbolized by the remaining five signs. 

At the entrance to King Solomon’s Temple 
stand two pillars symbolical of Universal Law 
and Universal Intelligence, by virtue of 
which Life is evolved to the point of indi- 
vidualization. Up to the stage of evolution 
represented by the Human Kingdom, Natural 
Law governs the evolution of Life. The de- 
velopment of the race or species takes pri- 
ority over the welfare of any individual in 
a given group. Nature makes provision for 
the destruction of individuals by creating 
forms in such numbers that there would be 
a great excess if more than a small per- 
centage of the individuals in any group sur- 
vived; but with the development of Human 
Consciousness, the two pillars above referred 
to have commenced to arch over and as they 
approach closer and closer, the margin for 
the destruction of the individual becomes 
ever narrower until finally, with the comple- 
tion of that development symbolized by Vir- 
go, the Master Workman is ready to place 
the keystone (Libra) in position and thus 
complete the arch, bringing thereby the evo- 
lution of Life to the point of complete in- 
dividualization. There is much food for 
thought in this Masonic symbolism, but space 


will not permit us to give more than a few 
scant suggestions. Readers must, through 
study and meditation, fill in the rest. It is 
significant, perhaps, that the keystone of the 
arch may be the Zodiacal symbol of love. 
We might consider the key-word for Libra 
to be “Unity”, the attainment of which ends 
a condition of duality in consciousness which 
is variously expressed as the duality of spirit 
and matter, Head and Heart, Will and Imag- 
ination, God the Father and Nature, the 
Mother, with the Human Soul as the stage 
on which the drama is enacted. Marriage, in 
this esoteric sense, means the attainment of 
a certain balanced quality or harmony between 
two poles of manifestation, permitting them 
to merge and become identified one with the 
other—in a word, identical. This realization 
of identity closes the circuit and permits the 
current of creative power to flow freely in 
an ever expanding creative activity; Spiritual 
Power heretofore potential in the individual 
becomes dynamic. à 
As stated in our previous article, (Virgo) 
the entire Zodiac is symbolic of an experience 
which may be expressed in two words—Birth 
and Rebirth—Birth as a physical personality, 
a point on the evolutionary path symbolized 
by Cancer, and Rebirth as a spiritual person- 
ality attained at the opposite point, Capri- 
corn, each of the remaining signs of the 
Zodiac svmbolizing definite stages or steps 
that must be taken. We must understand 
that each sien is likewise fairly limited in its 
significance. It is important that we do not 
confuse the experience peculiar to one sign 
with that of the preceding or succeeding sign. 
Libra, for instance, is concerned solely with 
the process of union or realization whereby 
the individual pierces or tears aside the Veil 
of Illusion which has hitherto separated him 
from his Divine Partner—his Higher Self. 
This Veil is the illusion of separateness 
whereby Man has in consciousness divided 
his world into two parts, the Self and the 
Not Self; but with the advent into Libra 
comes a certain realization that the Not Self, 
or Non Ego, is really an Alter Ego, or Other 
Self—the Self in another form of manifesta- 
tion. At this point Man identifies himself 
with the world he lives in. With this change 
in consciousness, realization of the Unity of 
all forms of Life dispels the mists of illusion 
— Isis is unveiled. As a proof of the attain- 
ment of the realization there will be con- 
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ceived an overwhelming love for all men 
and Life in whatever form it is found; not 
a lust for power or possession which is false- 
ly termed Love, but that pure and natural 
feeling of attraction and completion which 
has been aptly defined as “The recognition of 
one's self in another and delight in the recog- 
nition.” The Initiate, having thus attained 
the Cosmic consciousness, having arrived at a 
full realization of his Divine Partnership, 
now recognizes himself in every other person 
and with this recognition is conceived a love 
which is as natural, spontaneous and irresist- 
ible as the force of gravitation, for to the 
spiritually enlightened, gravitation, magnetism 
and all similar forms of attraction are merely 
physical manifestations of the spiritual power 
which we call love. "With the insulation of 
selfishness removed—burned away by the fires 
in the forge of Vulcan—a powerful magnetic 
force is released, and this is, in part at least; 
the meaning of the statement, "If I be lifted 
up, I will draw all men unto me." 

As is usual with spiritual experiences we 
find this Mystical Union allegorically repre- 
sented in the physical world. In the Cere- 
mony of Marriage we have a symbol of the 
supreme union of spirit and matter. Theo- 
retically at least, Marriage in the social sense 
means to identify one's self with another 
person so that, "They two shall be one", but 
such a personal identification is, and we be- 
lieve must ever remain, purely theoretical and 
merely symbolical of a spiritual ideal which is 
practically realized only through the Mystic 
Marriage which must take place within the 
Soul of each person when the requisite spir- 
itual development has been attained. It may 
be readily seen that whether one person or 
two persons are set apart from the rest of 
the world, this is merely a matter of de- 
gree. So long as the element of personality 


is involved such a union does not dispel the 
illusion of separateness; as a matter of fact, 
what such a union actually does, is to 
make the problem of personal adjustment 
more complicated and difficult because to the 
problem of individual adjustment is added the 
problem of adjusting one personality to an- 
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other and both to the world. Of this esoteric 
or social marriage Emerson made an illumi- 
nating statement. We quote from his essay 
on Experience. 

"Marriage in what is called the spir- 
itual sense is impossible because of the 
inequality between every subject and ob- 
ject; never can Love make conscious- 
ness and ascription equal in force. There 
will be the same gulf between every Me 
and 'Thee as between the original and 
the picture. The universe is the Bride 
of the Soul All private sympathy is 
partial Two Human Beings are like 
globes, which can touch only in a point, 
and while they remain in contact, all 
other points of each sphere are inert, 
their turn must alone come, and the 
longer a particular union lasts the more 
energy of appetency the parts not in 
union acquire." 

In the foregoing, Emerson was distinctly 
referring to Marriage as a social institution 
wherein personalities are united with person- 
alities, and frankly states that a perfect 
Marriage relationship is an impossibility so 
long as the element of personality enters into 
it; that is to say, so long as the illusion of 
separateness persists. We do not wish to 
imply thereby that Marriage as a social in- 
stitution is unnecessary, on the contrary it 
does provide a very excellent training school 
for the majority of mankind, wherein is de- 
veloped the social consciousness. "Through 
the discipline of married life resulting from 
the effort to adjust one's personality to that 
of another individual we learn some very val- 
uable lessons, the most important of which 
is that of co-operation; but in the last analysis 
it will usually be found that those Marriages 
which endure with a minimum of friction are 
those wherein each person is conscious of an 
obligation, not to the Marriage Partner mere- 
ly, but to society as a whole. In other words, 
Marriage is most successful when both 
Partners have a well developed social con- 
sciousness, which is a necessary step on the 
way to the attainment of a cosmic conscious- 
ness and self conscious immortality.

FOREWORD 


Note—We have combined “The Market 
Forecast’ with the “Message of the Stars” 
for the reason these two points of views— 
the general and particular—are so closely in- 
terwoven that one cannot properly be differen- 
tiated from the other. The Market responds 
to and is determined by general conditions. 
Those who are primarily interested in 
arriving at a true perspective on Market 
conditions must make thorough study of gen- 
eral, social, economic and Political trends and 
developments. Furthermore operators are 
urged to make a study of these general con- 
ditions. The information!given in this depart- 
ment should be of much assistance; others not 
interested in the Market may of cowrse ignore 
this phase of the Planetary interpretations. 

It must further be borne in mind that these 
interpretations are given specifically with ref- 
erence to the Eastern half of U. S., but since 
this includes the Seat of the National Govern- 
ment, these interpretations will apply also to 
the West (in a Social, Political or Economic 
sense) to the degree that such is involved with 
the National fortunes and Policies. 


SATURN 


When Saturn has completed his transit 
through AQUARIUS the world may be 
sadder but certainly will be much, much 
wiser. Saturn in this sign is pre-eminently 
the “TRUTH SEEKER and SCIENTIST." 
He applies the methods of scientific analy- 
sis to Social Problems. He may carry this 
to the extreme where Human Personalities 
become little more than mathematical 
equations and Human emotions, mere ab- 
stractions. For the time at least this, neces- 
sarily, automatically spells death to INDI- 
VIDUALISM and LIBERALISM as a 
Social principle. Saturn, the natural organi- 
zer and disciplinarian, has no faith in the 
‘Spiritual philosophy of Individualism or the 
political principles of “Liberalism” as a 
practical working principle of Life. Such a 
philosophy essentially precludes organized 
effort of any kind which in the domain of 
Saturn is necessary for the efficient function- 
ing of all members of Society—for the good 
of all. Saturn is first the DICTATOR who 


strives, by the sternest disciplinary action, if 
necessary, to bring all members of a Social 
unit within strictly organized limits. He 
then, in the capacity of Administrator, is no 
longer under the necessity of dealing with, 
and satisfying the personal demands of, a 
large number of individuals all in compe- 
tition one with another, but is rather in a 
position to bargain collectively with all of 
them at once, as a group. This not only 
eliminates individual competition with its 
consequent cruelty and injustice to the 
weaker members of the group but is also 
a very convenient arrangement for Saturn 
(the Boss); it permits him to control the 
entire mechanism with ease—by just pull- 
ing a few wires here and there. Saturn likes 
to have things so arranged that by just 
turning a switch (making one contact) he 
can stop or start the whole works; he 
touches a button and presto!—the house 
moves off its foundation. Saturn is the 
father of TRADE UNIONISM, as he is 
also responsible. for every Autocracy that 
has ever existed in the History of the 
World. It is merely a matter of where 
his interests or activities may be focused. 
This is in turn determined to a large degree 
by the sign position of Saturn. 


While the advantages of these Saturnine 
methods are many, inasmuch as they permit 
the efficient functioning of the Social Ma- 
chine with a minimum of friction and also 
to the degree that it offers protection to 
those who might otherwise be ridden down 
in the rush of competitive Life where vic- 
tory is always to the strong—where “sur- 
vival of the fittest" is the dominant law of 
Life, yet these Saturnine principles in op- 
eration also have their disadvantages which 
are almost equally as undesirable. For one 
thing it leads inevitably to Autocracy in 
various degrees and in various forms. Eco- 
nomically it permits the formation, of 
TRUSTS. Politically it fosters the growth 
of the POLITICAL MACHINE and var- 
ious other concretions, political, economic, 
or (purely) Social which like cancerous 
growths gnaw at the vitals of the Body 
Social, until it eventually, inevitably results 
in death—often (most often) a very pain- 
ful death. The very fact that Saturn does 
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protect the individual from uníair compe- 
tition is what permits these various per- 
verted manifestations to take form. It has 
been said “to protect a people from the 
results of their folly is to build a nation of 
fools" and it is true that Saturn by protect- 
ing the weak through relieving them of 
personal responsibility may permit the fur- 
ther development of their weakness. He 
often would strengthen the weak at the 
expense of the strong and thus only succeed 
also in weakening the strong. In fact the 
very power of Saturn is more often than 
not founded upon weakness for only a 
weakling will submit to tyranny. He places 
the strong, able and efficient individual in 
competition with an organized group of 
weaklings who individually would be power- 
less to protect themselves. So long as 
Saturn stands as a symbol of the collective 
strength of the group and is actuated by un- 
selfish motives, all is well, for he is then 
in his proper role, as Administrator—a sym- 
bol of JUSTICE. The original creator of 
an Organization is usually motivated by 
such a lofty ideal and therefore does, as a 
rule, use his power unselfishly. The evils 
arise when after the Creator has moved on, 
the Organization continues to function as 
a soulless entity—a veritable Frankenstein 
Monster—ensouled, if at all, by some Leader 
who has absolutely no conception of the 
original Ideal and sees in this Machine and 
the collective power it represents only a 
golden opportunity to achieve his own selfish 
purpose. From then on the Machine continues 
to sap the vitality (substance) of its subjects, 
until eventually even that is exhausted, and 
when the time of CRISIS arrives—as it al- 
ways does—when some individual member, 
more ambitious than the average, decides to 
test the strength of the Organization. it is 
found to be but an empty shell that flies to 
pieces at the first touch of the Hammer. The 
Leader thereof finds that having continually 
taken out without putting in, he has in fact en- 
tirely dissipated his resources—that his collec- 
tive strength, which he thought equal to any 
emergency has in fact vanished and that he 
must face the situation alone—as an individual 
—and Saturn must do his work all over again 
after the wreckage is cleared away. 

An excellent example of Saturn in power, 
is furnished by the national events and de- 
velopments incident to the transit of Saturn 
through the midheaven (House of Govern- 
ment) of U. S. during recent months. 
Napoleon and Hitler are also two out- 
standing individual examples of the applica- 
tion of this Saturnine theory of government 
—Regimentation on a National scale. In 
the birth charts of both Napoleon and Hitler 
we find Saturn posited in the Midheaven— 
House of Authority—wherein we look for 
the key to the actions, reactions and 


methods of the individual when in a position 
of power. 

Tt is scarcely necessary to add that there 
are various degrees of benevolence involved 
in these Saturnine autocracies, much, no 
doubt, depending upon the sign position of 
Saturn. Napoleon had it in Cancer—Saturn 
is never at his best in this sign, since the 
contact seems to bring out his more selfish 
traits—self interests or self preservation be- 
ing the dominant urge. : 

In Hitler's case we find Saturn in Leo— 
clearly a symbol of self augmentation—self 
aggrandizement—yet this fire sign Leo has 
much sympathy with Saturn and infuses a 
certain spiritual quality of idealism tha. 
seems to lift the Saturnine standard above 
the purely material and above mere selí- 
interest. It is in our opinion one of the best 


‘positions (though not necessarily the best) 


for national Leadership. The Saturnine plan 
or pattern becomes a living thing—an evolv- 
ing  creation—under the inspirational 
progressive influence of Leo. It secures the 
Leader firmly in the Hearts of his people 
and having fired the popular imagination 
and kindled the enthusiasm of his people 
with his plan, Program or Personality he 
has the ability to so bank those fires that 
they continue to burn for a long time. It 
may be difficult for Saturn in Leo to achieve 
his ambitions but once he gets there he is 
less likely to be overthrown than is Saturn 
in other signs, probably because he not only 
arouses a desire for national progress and 
achievement and inspires with a vision of 
national glory (Leo) but also has a definite 
plan (Saturn) whereby this may be achieved. 
Small wonder that the German people liter- 
ally worship at the shrine of Hitler—never 
had a man such a glorious opportunity and 
never did a man grasp an opportunity so 
readily or so efficiently. We are of the 
opinion that Saturn will hold his position in 
Germany for quite some time. 

In the case of U. S. we find quite a 
different situation though essentially the 
same Saturnine forces are at work. Yet in 
this instance the influence comes not from 
the chart of the National Leader, but from 
the transiting Saturn only, which clearly 
characterizes the U. S. development as 
but a temporary influence—a temporary 
measure to meet a National emergency— 
and however far the National Administra- 
tion may appear to move in the direction 
Saturnine Autocracy the very fact that it is 
but a transiting influence precludes the 
possibility of permanency in any Saturnine 
structure that may be built. We shall prob- 
ably see the end of this program of Emer- 
gency Legislation when Saturn leaves 
Aquarius and enters Pisces, during the win- 
ter of 1935 and certainly it were better so, 
else when Saturn squares the National 
Uranus in May and July, 1935, and Febru- 
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ary 1936 there may be some very violent 
and explosive reactions from the American 
Public, The People will be in a rebellious 
mood and disposed to take matters in their 
own hands and bring the matter to a speedy 
consummation if their demands are not 
promptly met or if their personal liberties 
are in anyway interfered with. Uranus has 
never been known to shun a Revolution 
when the yoke of Government rests too 
heavily or when Legislation or social reg- 
ulations and requirements may become irk- 
some. In any case beyond 1936 this 
Saturnine structure cannot endure. Those 
who are singing the "Swan song" of van- 
ishing liberty and who fear for the safety 
of our Democratic Institutions or that the 
American ideals of Individualism and liber- 
alism are in danger have really little enough 
cause for worry. A national consciousness 
is not changed so easily or so quickly. This 
is clearly a case of a transiting (or transi- 
tory) influence pitted against or super- 
imposed upon a radical (national) configur- 
ation. The ultimate destiny of the transiting 
(temporary) super-structure is in the last 
analysis determined by this radical founda- 
tion in National consciousness. 

Uranus in Gemini, in the First House 
(Department governing Public opinion) of 
the United States stands as the basic sym- 
bol of Public consciousness, attitude and 
reaction in this country and a guarantee of 
Personal Liberty to each individual citizen. 
To change that calls for a new National 
Horoscope—The birth of a new Nation and 
Nations are not born so painlessly. 

Saturn entering Aquarius (trine the National 
Uranus) in 1932 and 1933 was accepted readily 
enough (even with considerable enthusiasm) 
by Uranus—the American Public. Here was a 
national emergency for which Saturnine 
methods were accepted as a logical remedy, 
but a transiting influence such as this could 
not be accepted otherwise than as a tem- 
porary measure and when Saturn leaves 
Aquarius in January 1935 the new order will 
have run its course and we are likely to wit- 
ness a sharp reversal of Public Opinion in 
regard to this Saturnine Program and the 
fact may be stressed that a Uranian people 
can radicallp change their minds, attitude 
and opinions very suddenly on occasion. 
They are quite prone to go to extremes in 
support of or in opposition to any person, 
cause or principle. They are wise Leaders 
who can quickly and accurately sense a 
change in the Public mood and who know 
when to change their plan of campaign— 
when and how to adapt themselves to the 
changing seasons in the cycle of National 
evolution to which Public sentiment is usually 
quite an accurate index. 


From August to December 1934, Saturn 
operates in Eastern U. S. from that depart- 
ment which governs organized Labor 


(Labor Unions), Public Institutions, The 
Police Department, Army, Navy, etc., and 
therefore could be expected to generate 
more or less serious difficulties in regard to 
these matters at such times as Saturn may 
be under affliction. 

We had an example of the ‘above under 
the opposition of Venus to Saturn, Sep- 
tember 5th, and may expect a recurrence of 
this Labor trouble in yet more violent form 
when Mars opposes Saturn, October 4th. 
The first ten days of October are likely to 
be a very troubled period indeed. 

Furthermore, among other things this 
Mars-Saturn opposition may have a de- 
structive effect in the department of Public 
Health probably resulting in an epidemic of 
feverish complaints, accidents, etc. This 
may specifically manifest as a disastrous Rail 
accident and the influence upon Public 
Institutions may be quite destructive in- 
clining to Jail breaks and fires or other 
disasters involving Hospitals and similar In- 
stitutions. 

In this connection it is worthy of note 
that Venus is approaching the Sun and at the 
time of the October Lunation is not far re- 
moved therefrom and we may accept this as 
a promise of more peaceful conditions in 
process of development. It may present 
later in the month opportunities for the har- 
monious settlement of conflicts and disputes 
and should bring a final adjustment to the 
satisfaction of all concerned not later than 
November 18th. 

The trine of the Sun and Venus to Saturn 
October 15th and 22nd respectively may 
both be accepted as Aspects of Arbitration 
with the balance of power definitely in favor 
of the challenger in a contest, the plaintiff 
in a Court of Law or the aggressor in any 
other conflict. Since the trine is to Saturn in 
the department -of Organized Labor, the 
implications are plain when read in connec- 
tion with the opposition of Mars to Saturn 
just past. In event of a General Strike early 
in October, the Forces of Labor should 
win a complete victory, we would go so far 
as to forecast it as quite probable that all 
of their demands will be met. 

These aspects also favor Social organiza- 
tions and Social units, devoted to social 
welfare, upliftment reforms, etc. These aspects 
are also indicative of a friendly attitude on 
the part of some Foreign Nation and pos- 
sibly an International Agreement which 
may considerably advance the National for- 
tunes. This may directly concern arma- 
ments or shipping—possibly an important 
Treaty or Trade agreement. In any case it 
appears that a Foreign government takes 
the initiative in this, yet (strange to say) 
the proposition seems to merit favorable 
consideration. 

There is also indicated as probable some 
decision in regard to Immigration, people 
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coming into the country are favored by 
these aspects and among other things we 
may be treated to a visit from some Foreign 
Dignitary who should be well received. This 
does not appear to be in any sense all 
Official visit—purely personal or ‘social. 

Upon the Social consciousness and con- 
tacts of Humanity (in a more individual 
sense) Saturn in Aquarius will also have a 
very definite influence for Aquarius is the 
natural ruler of the House of Friends (im- 
personal relationships). Saturn in this posi- 
tion promotes understanding—founded upon 
the wisdom of experience—rather than mere 
friendship in the ordinary sense of the word. 
Hence this transit will in individual cases 
incline toward a limited number of profound, 
intellectual or philosophical friendships— 
friendships that serve some practical pur- 
pose. Fraternal Organizations of this na- 
ture will therefore be aided and promoted 
by this transit. Saturn is not sympathetic 
to the casual acquaintanceships and frivol- 
ous entertainments that ordinarily pass for 
Social Life. We could therefore expect the 
Social Whirligig to turn at a much less 
dizzy pace under this influence. The So- 
cial Set will no doubt develop quite an un- 
wonted interest in serious subjects and stud- 
ies—Science, Philosophy, Political Economy, 
etc., and our Social Leaders will go in for 
Politics and Social Reform movements in a 
big way. 

Aquarius may be said to be the THRESH- 
ING FLOOR of Society—or of the World 
Soul. This is the sign of REALIZATION 
and only what is REAL or necessary can 
pass this portal while Saturn guards the 
threshold. He mav be friendly enough but 
is always coolly impersonal and at best un- 
compromisingly sincere—A just but stern 
judge who coldly, impartially — without 
mercy but also without malice—separates 
the sheep from the goats. It is not easy 
to put anything over while Saturn is iri 
Aquarius for this fellow can detect insin- 
cerity or a sham instantly. He wants and 
will have the genuine article—“Truth at any 
cost” is the demand and ofttimes the cost 
IS very great indeed. It is inevitable that 
this transit would bring disillusionment to 
many people when trickery (which is ever 
Present) materializes in some tangible form 
under this crystallizing power. This will 
account for the many sad experiences of 
Social Significance (to individuals and to 
groups of individuals) which may matertál- 
ize during the period of this transit (1933- 
1934 when trusted friends and leaders fail 
us under the test conditions of everyday 
life. Saturn applies the acid test of unselt- 
ishness to relationships and organizations. 
Tf there is any selfish weakness in the struc- 
ture it will surely crack under the strain 
which this transit will place upon it. Saturn 
is the symbol of GREAT NEED. When 


this transit is past Humanity in general will 
have arrived at a new realization and ap- 
preciation of the significance of that old 
adage—“A friend in need is a friend in- 
deed." 


JUPITER 


Jupiter merits a careful study this month 
as one of the Key íactors of this period. 

The opposition of Jupiter to Uranus, Oc- 
tober 10th, characterizes this month as one 
of major importance. The opposition oc- 
curs almost at the same time that Jupiter 
transits from Libra into Scorpio meeting 
(by opposition) Uranus as it retrogrades 
from Taurus into Aries. The aspect is 
complete in 29/57 of Libra—Aries, at 6:23 
p.m. E. S. T., October 10th and is followed 
within five hours (at 11:37 p.m. E. S. T.) 
by the transit of Jupiter into Scorpio. We 
have noticed that the first degree of:a sign 
is a most sensitive point and that planets 
in transit over this point seem to suddenly 
aquire additional power in the new sign 
making the date oí the transit of a planet 
from one sign to the next a date of special 
significance in regard to the affairs ruled 
by the planet in question. It is our opinion 
that this opposition of Jupiter to Uranus 
acquires much additional power from the 
fact of its occurrence so close in point of 
space and time to the transit of Jüpiter into 
Scorpio. 

A further point of significance is found 
in the fact of Jupiter and Uranus being also 
in parallel at the time of this opposition, 
the Parallel being exact October 15th. The 
reader is referred to page 22 of the August, 
1934 issue of American Astrology: for a 
study of this phenomena (Parallels coinci- 
dent with aspects). At this point we may 
say that we may from the above conclude 
that this opposition will probably be very 
intense—prompt and effective in action. The 
time of the maximum intensity being Oc- 
tober 15th. 


We may find a somewhat similar con- 
figuration upon reference to the month of 
October, 1852 wherein we find a Retro- 
grade. Uranus in the early degrees of 
Taurus (2/13) opposed. (on October 22nd) 
by an advancing Jupiter in the early degrees 
of Scorpio. However, the similarity ends 
there, for at that time Saturn was closely 
approaching a conjunction with Uranus and 
in point of declination Jupiter and Uranus 
were widely separated. Nevertheless one 
may profitably study the conditions pre- 
vailing in 1852 since that was the occasion 
of the last transit of Uranus into Taurus 
and in the case of the slower moving ma- 
jor planets such transits and aspects are al- 
ways to some extent unique and definitely 
characterized in a manner that may be ex- 
pected to repeat with each successive tran- 
sit or cycle. : 
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First we will consider the probable effect 
of Jupiter in transit through Scorpio bearing 
in mind that such is likely to be particularly 
effective during this month of October, as- 
suming that the threshold of the sign is 
in fact a sensitive. area, granting special 
power to a planet at this point. 

Jupiter in Scorpio is in its own twelfth 
House sign and must therefore have 12th 
House implications which must be accepted 
as a basis for its more relatively temporal 
manifestation. This Scorpio transit is likely 
to result in a great expansion in the forces 
of National Defense. A Naval Program on 
a relatively large scale may be launched. 
The Army will no doubt be strengthened 
and the Air forces both Military and Civil 
should undergo rapid development. 


New Movements for the protection and 
discipline of Society will get under way. 
Law enforcement Agencies will be improved 
and should be aided by this transit in the 
work of bringing the Criminal elements of 
Society—underworld—under control. How- 
ever, this has a double implication and af- 
flictions to Jupiter in Scorpio might stimu- 
late the underworld into unusual activity 
and be responsible for a criminal outbreak 
and a crime wave—particularly such crimes 
as may have a purely financial motive— 
Bank Robberies, Kidnaping, etc. However, 
this is seen as ultimately a purging process. 

Institutions or Charitable Organizations 
devoted to the care of the sick, unem- 
ployed or otherwise afflicted should be much 
benefited. It is probable that during the 
next few months greater sums will be spent 
on the relief of hardship than has been 
spent for many years and we may look. to 
Jupiter and his aspects as the controlling 
factor here. 


Furthermore Organized Labor may expect 
to score a signal victory and rapid growth 
and consolidation of Unions is probable— 
this might even be on an International 
Scale. 

In the cyclic chart of Eastern U. S. for 
this month we find Jupiter on the cusp of 
that department which governs the Social 
Economic Structure—Public income as de- 
termined by the involuntary or controlled 
earning power of the People, Business As- 
sociations and Organizations, Income from 
Stocks, Bonds, etc. Also all relatively frozen 
assets—Property as distinct from currency 
—Hence the Monetary Standard of the Na- 
tion. 

Public sales, involuntary public expendi- 
tures—hence Taxation, Levees, Tariff regu- 
lations, etc., Imports, Customs offices, For- 
eign Loans and Debts, Financial and trade 
relations with Foreign Nations,.also public 
loans and Debts, Interest rates. 

Those who govern and make disposition 
of Public funds and Property. Laws gov- 


erning Banks, Trust Companies, Insurance 
Companies, etc. ; 

Carter speaks of Pluto as significant oi 
the "Healing Crisis”— which may or may 
not mean Death. This seems to be very 
logical and on the assumption that Pluto 
rules Scorpio would naturally impute with 
certain modifications, a similar significance 
to any planet in Scorpio or the Eighth 
House. Hence we may also look to this 
department for the Death Rate—those who 
die and the manner of their passing—but 
from this department may also proceed a 
“Healing Power”—(for social or individual 
ills) depending on the nature of the planet 
therein and its aspects. 

Relating to the Eastern States, Jupiter 
has been in this department since May and 
finally passes over the cusp (into the Sev- 
enth House) this month (October). In 
the Western states the full effect of Jupiter 
in this department may not be felt until 
as much as six months later and the Octo- 
ber aspects of Jupiter will be on the West 
coast in the department of Public educa- 
tion and Policies. 


With regard to Eastern localities and Na- ` 


tional affairs—events proceeding from the 
Headquarters of the National Government 
—we shall probably see the Jupiter tenden- 
cies to expansion, manifesting as a great 
increase with regard to all affairs listed 
above as pertaining to this department, op- 
erating to produce among other things in- 
crease of Taxation and Interest Rates. 
Problems of tariff and imports, probably an 
increase of one or the other. An excess 
of Sellers on the Markets may produce a 
selling wave with proportionate drop in 
prices that may, however, be held in check 
to some extent by Saturn. Otherwise it 
might attain to the proportions of a panic. 
Those who govern and dispose of Public 
funds will be generously inclined which 
may produce large appropriations for 
Public welfare and the relief of distress. 
It is likely that drastic remedies will be ap- 
plied for the correction of economic ills and 
a big step is likely to be taken by the 
government in financial matters—a kill or 
cure attitude prevails—looks like a desper- 
ate gamble in some form and could well 
be a definite move toward inflation which 
incidentally seems to be inevitable in view 
of the planetary pattern during this period. 

The opposition from Uranus (ruling the 
cyclic twelfth) on the cusp of the second 
augurs ill for the safety of Banks and other 
financial institutions. Such are likely to be 
hard hit in many ways. The government 
may decide to float a bond issue, but pub- 
lic reception thereof may be quite the re- 
verse of that expected. All things con- 
sidered it looks as though those who are 
unfriendly to the “Money Interests" may 
be given an excellent opportunity to play 
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their cards and show what they can do. 


On the West Coast the effect of this 
aspect will probably be principally political. 
It bodes ill for the Capitalistic classes and 
the Republican Party. A sensational Po- 
litical upset in November may result. Fur- 
thermore, we may hear of more than the 
usual numbers of accidents:by Rail or Road 
which will further involve certain extraor- 
dinary circumstances. This is the sort of 
aspect that causes the "iool-proof" mech- 
anism to go haywire for some unknown 
reason and with disastrous results. 


It may be added in conclusion that the 
more negative and destructive aspects of 
this transit are likely to be most effec- 
tive prior to and inclusive of October 15th, 
but following that we may expect much 
more harmonious developments from the 
Jupiter forces. There is much hope for 
progress and a more optimistic outlook 
promised by the sextile of Mars to Jupiter 
and conjunction of the Sun with Jupiter 
October 22nd and 27th respectively although 
we doubt that the fireworks will cease much 
before the Sun opposes Uranus, October 
22nd. This should mark the last blow 
and in market parlance the bottom of the 
decline. 


MARS IN LEO 
September 1st to October 17th. 


Mars in Leo, when under favorable as- 
pects, is quite a decent sort of chap, though 
at best rather conceited and unmanageable 
—domineering in authority and rebellious 
as an employee. By scanning the head- 
lines-for August 31st, and September Ist 
and 2nd, we can arrive at a very good 
understanding of what may happen. When 
Mars in Leo is under affliction—particu- 
larly from Uranus—never easy to break 
or drive in harness, but when in Leo and 
squared by Uranus a veritable Bucking 
Broncho—wild mustang—a raging Lion. 
The whole darned Zoo all in one package. 

Usually a Leo Mars is quite Warlike 
and inclined to step out briskly in response 
to the strains of martial music.— What 
about those Labor day parades—by the look 
of some of those banners, Uranus was also 
marching September 3rd. 

This aspect broke the backbone (or per- 
haps we should say wishbone) of the Stock 
Market around September 1st and we shall 
see more of the same when Mars opposes 
Saturn October 4th. Venus opposition Sat- 
urn September 5th brought us a “Textile” 
strike, but when Mars enters the picture 
early in October this rebellious mood may 
spread to all branches of Industry and it 
would be quite in order for a GENERAL 
STRIKE to develop under the opposition 
of Mars and Saturn October 4th, under 


the leadership of the Steel or Motor In- 
dustry. The center of disturbance will prob- 
ably be in the Central States and there 
may be a pronounced tendency to bolt to 
the extreme left wing. Labor leaders will 
have a sweet time trying to keep their fol- 
lowers under control’ when this aspect 
comes into force. Even if the textile strike 
should be settled around September 8th or 
disturbances temporarily subside this first 
week of October sure enough looks like a 
danger area—Hang out the storm signals 
and be prepared. 

. The above will probably be the contribut- 
ing factor.to a complete collapse of the 


Market following September 30th—the op- 


position of Mercury to Uranus at that time 
will probably bring us the “Bad News” 
—what ever it may be. It is likely that 
the facts may be much less alarming than 
the report, but Mass psychology seldom 
takes cognizance of facts and is never nec- 
essarily controlled by them. 

It would appear to be quite unwise to 
hold on for any further advances later than 
September 24th and Saturday, September 
22nd would appear to be the safest bet. 


MARS IN VIRGO 
October 18th to December 10th. 


'This is where Mars the Warrior becomes 
a worker and should generally speaking be 
very industrious and efficient. The War 
Lord lays aside his trappings of Royalty— 
no longer struts about the "Hall of Fame" 
basking in the glory of his own refulgent 
personality, but puts on his work clothes 
and gets busy on the wood-pile with the 
probable result that we may have a nice 
supply of fuel for the winter. 

We must not, however, forget the colored 
gentleman who is reputed to be concealed 
in many wood piles for Mars ir Virgo also 
and often operates as a militant influence 
upon the laboring classes and may stimulate 
unusual activity among the communistic 
elements of society (if such activity is ever 
unusual these days) particularly under the 
conjunction of Mars and Neptune, Novem- 
ber 11th. 

When Mars conjuncts Neptune the sec- 
ret and (in a national sense) communistic 
forces of society become very dynamic and 
often destructive and since Neptune is at 
this time under the benefic influence of 
five sextiles from Scorpio we may expect 
Neptune to be victorious at the Novem- 
ber elections—what does that mean? ask 
Upton Sinclair. This looks as though some- 
one is going to take a ride on a rainbow. A 
symbol of wild exultation and popular en- 
thusiasm. The Idealists have their day. 

In the realm of Natural forces this in- 
dicates much activity (at this time, construc- 
tive activity) at sea or in the air—in con- 
nection with shipping and aerial navigation. 
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VENUS IN VIRGO 
September 11th to October 4th. 


For a general analysis of Venus in Virgo 
the reader is referred to page 8 of the Au- 
gust, 1933, issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY. 

Since Venus does not form any aspect of 
importance from this sign during October 
its influence may be considered as negligible 
at this time. 


VENUS IN LIBRA 
October 5th to October 6th. 


A general analysis of the characteristics 
of Venus in Libra appeared on page 9 of 
the August, 1933, issue of AMERICAN As- 
TROLOGY. : 

The only aspects of importance that are 
completed by Venus during October, 1934 
are a parallel and trine Saturn October 
22nd, which is followed by an opposition 
to Uranus October 28th and a parallel of 
Mars and Uranus October 29th. Both the 
trine to Saturn and opposition to Uranus 
will be more than ordinarily powerful by 
reason of the parallel aspects so closely 
involved therewith. 

The Saturn trine while harmonious 
enough is not likely to help matters much, 
at least so far as progress or advance- 
ment is concerned though it is conducive 
to security or consolidation of position. It 
also may mark a period of profit-taking 
which may further depress the market or 
at least operate to hold it down, during the 
major portion of October. 

The general effect of the Uranian opposi- 
tion may be principally social, involving 
friendships, partnerships, marriage and legal 
affairs. 

This may manifest in two distinctly op- 
posite ways—two extremes—according to 
individual response. It may in some in- 
stances generate an extremely negative and 
receptive condition involving matters gov- 
erned by these planets. A condition of pas- 
sivity. People may be disposed to drift 
with the tide—quietly accept what life or 
fate may bring,—Uranus the Radical, be- 
comes resigned to his fate. 

On the other hand public sympathies may 
incline toward Radical changes, new enter- 
prises and there may be a disposition to 
carry this to an extreme and to let practical 
affairs go to the dogs while the band blares 
and the wine flows. People may be much 
more interested in pleasure than in any- 
thing else. That night in “Belgium’s Cap- 
ital" is a fitting symbol or *Nero fiddling 
while Rome burned." It calls to mind the 
philosophy of the Individualist—not neces- 
sarily the RUGGED individualist—“God has 
been good to me so what the hell.” 

Something very pleasant may happen 
within a few days under the conjunction of 
Venus afid Jupiter, November 2nd. ~This 


should certainly help people to forget their 
troubles and differences. This is an aspect 
that favors all outsiders—the challenger in 
a contest, the plaintiff in a lawsuit and in 
general the harmonious adjustment of dis- 
putes. 


MERCURY 


From September 30 to December 5, Mer- 
cury will be in transit through Scorpio, 
retrograding back and forth in this sign 
over a period of two months, which in gen- 
eral may be interpreted as a symbol of un- 
certainty, vacillation and confusion and may 
also coincide with radical changes and re- 
versals of opinion at those times when 
Mercury reverses its movement—the sta- 
tionary points. 

A more or less complete study of the 
phenomena of stationary and retrograde 
planets will be found on page 22 of the 
March, 1934, issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY 
and it is not necessary to go into this again 
at this time. 

We may call attention to the fact that 
the keydates in this instance are October 
22nd and November 11th. Following Octo- 
ber 22nd Mercury moves back to a sextile 
of Neptune and following November 11th 
moves forward to a conjunction with Ju- 
piter. Therefore each should mark a 
change, or reversal of trend, to an improve- 
ment of conditions and in consideration of 
the general planetary pattern at this time, 
we may expect this to correspond with a 
Market Rally commencing close to Novem- 
ber 1st and continuing right through close 
to the end of the month. Adverse rumors 
concerning National Credit and a bad break 
in the U. S. Bond Market may bring about 
a general decline under the square of Mer- 
cury to Saturn December Ist. 

So far as the general tendencies of Mer- 
cury in Scorpio are concerned and the ef- 
fect of this transit upon the consciousness 
of Humanity, it may be said that Mercury 
the Messenger, Speaker, Writer, Intellectu- 
alist and Agent in this sign is undeniably 
keen, clever and capable, but may also on 
occasion become quite spiteful, malicious, 
vindictive and  cruel—mental —cruelty— 
sounds like a divorce. 

People in general have much difficulty di- 
recting their thoughts into constructive 
channels under this influence since this ap- 
parently gives a natural tendency to be un- 
reasonable, suspicious, jealous (mentally), 
treacherous, authoritative, haughty, denun- 
ciatory and at times quite hysterical. There 
is a tendency to destructive speech and to 
bitter denunciation—spoken or written. This 
will naturally be most pronounced in those 
personally susceptible to such an influence 
through corresponding configurations in 
their birth chart and such will be likely to 
speak and write in a very unkind manner 
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and possibly with quite unfortunate results. 


Those who are Astrologers or otherwise 
students of Life, should at such a time prac- 
tice great self-control and be more than 
ordinarily patient and charitable -vith others 
who may unwittingly yield to these tenden- 
cies—"To know all is.to forgive all"—and 
after all, however unpleasant the experience 
may be we may find comfort in the reflec- 
tion that “This, too, shall pass away.” As 
the changing seasons in the Heavens and 
the restless waves of the sea, so is Human 
Nature—and so is Life. They curse you to- 
day—Tomorrow they praise. The ever 
changing planetary pattern reveals the in- 
finite variety of Human moods. They are 
wise who can observe these activitites with- 
out becoming part of them. When Astral 
storms arise only the strongest and steadi- 
est mariner can steer a straight course through 
the buffeting waves and only the sturdiest 
craft may weather such storms. They are 
strong, steady, sturdy and safe who can 
remain detached and impersonal and refrain 
from condemnation. 

“Tf you can keep your head when all 

about you 
Are losing theirs and blaming it on you; 
If you can trust yourself when all men 


doubt you, : ; 
And make allowance for their doubting 
too." 
Perhaps someone may say something 


about you—secretly—Mercury in Scorpio 
loves secrets and secret correspondence— 
which may constitute a reflection on your 
honor—bitter, mean, treacherous, untruthful 
statements—and you wonder why anyone 
should do this to you. It will help you to 
remember that Mercury is now in Scorpio 
and that person probably has some strong 
(adverse) configuration in his birthchart 
that is stimulated by this transit. On the 
other hand if you feel more than ordinarily 
bitter, resentful, suspicious, jealous and vin- 
dictive toward someone during this period 
and inclined to lash out at Fim verbally this 
also is due to Mercury transiting Scorpio 
and we advise you to say nothing. The 
destructive phases of this transit will prob- 
spy be most in evidence around December 
st. 


We do not wish to imply that Mercury 
in Scorpio is all bad, though it most fre- 
quently manifests in the above manner — 
Human nature being what it is—yet this 
configuration also adds penetrative power 
to the mind—permits the occult powers and 
tendencies to express—Investigators in any 
field, —those engaged in any form of Re- 
search—should be greatly assisted in their 
work by this transit. 


DAILY FORECASTS 


We are omitting the day to day forecasts 


| 


from this issue for a definite reason that 
we feel sure wili be acceptable to our read- 
ers. 

These Forecasts have been so far al- 
most entirely based upon the transiting as- 
pects of the Moon each day, but we are 
satisfied that Lunar aspects alone are not 
a satisfactory basis for deduction regard to 
the daily market trend, or in fact, even 
with regard to general events. Lunar aspects 
are evidently of some value in timing, but 
even in that respect appear to be quite 
limited in their interpretations. 

We have had considerable success with these 
daily forecasts in the past and in fixing the 
dates of major moves, but it is also neces- 
sary to state that in practically every in- 
stance where we have correctly timed a 
major change in the market trend “or any 
other major event" the judgment was not 
based upon Lunar aspects alone, but upon 
mutual planetary aspects, which happened 
to be accentuated in a definite manner by 
accidental dignity in a cyclic chart. 

We have decided to make a further in- 
tensive study of these cyclic charts with a 
view to perfecting this method and believe 
that in our next (November) issue we will 
have something more definite and practical 
to offer in regard to the charting of these 
daily moves and the accurate timing of 
changes in trend. 

In addition it is desired to furnish addi- 
tional information by way of market analy- 


sis with specific directions, pertaining to 
the. various commodities and types of 
stocks. 3 

SUMMARY 


It appears that the month of October 
falls definitely into two distinct and sharply 
contrasting periods. The first commenc- 
ing September 30 and ending approximately 
October 22nd is cast definitely on a negative 
note and so far as the Market is concerned 
may be expected to account for a sharp 
decline, due largely to Labor trouble. 

After October 22nd, there may be a rally 
of Hopes and a determined attempt at re- 
covery which may be expected to carry thru 
toward the end of November. 

The first three weeks of October and 
particularly the first 10 days are definitely 
dangerous in ways that have been explained 
quite thoroughly in the planetary analyses 
above, but the last week of fhe month 
promises peace and safety again. 

Under such configurations as we find ac- 
tive during the first three weeks of October 
our efforts should be applied to the import- 
ant and difficult task of keeping the ship of 
state or individual enterprise right side up.

As you know, I have done practically 
nothing in the way of applying the NEW 
GEOCENTRIC ASTROLOGY to mundane 
activities, so feel free to say that I do not 
know much more about the celestial genesis 
of earthquakes that I did before. One thing 
| feel sure of is that there are as many ter- 
restrial reactions to cosmic forces as there are 
human, hence we may look for earthquakes 
to have manifold modes of manifestation 
depending on the qualities of the disrupting 
forces and the angles of their impacts. 

In the Tokyo quake of 1896 the forces 
generated in the Virgo Eclipse on the 10th 
Precessional Angle. In 1923 the Eclipse 
was in Pisces on the 4th. with over three 
times the casualties of the other one. ln 
both cases there were masses of planets in 
square or opposition to the Eclipse points, 
and EAST of the Meridian. In the first, I 
would consider the figure formed by the 
Moon to Jupiter, Saturn, and Uranus as the 
exciting force of the event; and in the 
second, the Moon to Jupiter, Mars and Nep- 
tune. 

The chart for Italy shows the Eclipse on 
the Precessional Ascendent, and again a 
massing of planets EAST in opposition to 
the Eclipse point. Jupiter is prominent 
again in being within two and a half degrees 
of the opposition and ruler of the Ascen- 
dent as directed. The Moon to Ascendent 
and Venus, opposing Saturn and Pluto, ap- 
pears to again be the trigger that released 
the strain exerted from the 2nd and 3rd 
houses. 

In the chart for India we find the same 
massing of planets against the equilibrium of 
the locality angles, but this time it is from 
the WEST. In this- we have a complete 
cross formed by three major planets and 
Mercury almost exactly on the angles of 
both the Precessional and the Directed 
charts. The Lunation close to the 4th., and 
conjunction Mercury may be the agencies 
whereby the strain arising in the 5th., would 
be released. The appearance of Jupiter on 
the Ascendent again, and the part played 
by that planet in the other charts, certainly 
justifies the suspicion that he is the bad boy 
of most earthquake phenomena. 

You will note that I speak of “releasing” 
the forces massed against the equilibrium 
of the locality angles. This is based on the 
idea that these congregations of planets 
exert their combined pull on the gravity 
center of such locality, the damage being 
done when the “pull” is cut by a counter 
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Per Ardua ad Astra 


The Stars are but symbols of Universal prin- 
ciple operative on various planes and to vary- 
ing degrees of manifestation and the Planetary 
or Star pattern at any moment, but a geomet- 


‘tical expression of Natural Law governing 


manifestation at that moment.
